Editor’s Notes

It was a happy idea of Mr. Malcolm Tillis to 
approach some of the loyal, trusted workers of 
Master Kirpal Singh—who were closely associated 
with Him and His great Mission and had spent 
long years in His service in various capacities— 
with a view to finding answers to some of the most 
puzzling questions agitating the heart and mind of 
the great Master’s Sangat all over the world. He set 
to work, mike in hand, interviewing people and 
recording their opinions and impressions at first 
hand. How far he has succeeded in his efforts is 
for the reader to judge, but one—like the writer of 
these lines who had the privilege of going through 
the entire contents of this book in the process of see- 
ing it through the press—cannot help saying that 
but for the indefatigable efforts of brother Tillis 
much valuable information and source material 
concerning the great Master and His Mission and 
the affairs of Sawan Ashram—before and after His 
sad demise—might have been irretrievably lost. 

These recordings were made between April and 
May, 1975. Much has happened since then—some 
very surprising things—that would shock all lovers 
of the Master and His Ashram to whatever side they 
belong. The Ashram is very much there, the 
Ashramites—old residents of the Ashram—have, 
most of them, fled the Ashram leaving all their 
belongings behind locked doors. Non-initiates now 
control the Ashram displacing Tai Ji’s orginial 
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supporters, Harbhajan Singh, Chet Singh and their 
strong arm men imported from Chandigarh and 
Amritsar. A local politician commanding a large 
following among the hefty Jat community has 
taken up permanent residence in the Ashram along 


with his coterie. Swami Arvindanand is in resi-- 


dence at the Ashram for the last five months now as 
a general director and special advisor to respected 
Tai Ji along with M.M. Chopra and others. The 
simmering discontent among the Chandigarh- 
Amritsar men, who with all their faults are all ini- 
tiates, against the desecration of the sacred precincts 
of the Ashram by these outsiders, was on the point 
of erupting into an open fight when, as a result of 
representation backed by political pressure the 
blocked Manav Kendra accounts were opened and 
large amounts of public funds were made avail- 
able to Tai Ji to distribute all round and things 
never came to a head. 

The saddest part of the story is the sub-human 
treatment meted out to the menial_staff-cleaners, 
watetmren, cooks and others eking out a precarious, 
hand to mouth existence on starvation level of 
wages ranging from 60/-to 80/-Rs per month (equi- 
valent of 8 to 10 dollars in American currency). 
During the Master’s time these people used to have, 
besides free accommodation and food, free milk for 
the workers children. Besides that Master used to 
give them occasional grants, monetary gifts, clothes 
etc. as a help to make life easy for them. The supply 


of milk to the children of wont ad 
the instance 0 ai_ji e€ e Master’s sad 

mise. eir pitiful eries were never allowed to 
reach the Master’s ear. But whenever the Master 
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came to know of the sad plight of a worker He 
used to give him money from His own pocket with- 
out informing anybody. The latest position is that 
free food, tea and even the payment of meagre 
salaries to the workers of the Ashram has been 
stopped. Almost all the drivers, most of the watch- 
men, cooks and cleaners have left. The remaining 
resident workers have been asked to vacate the 
Ashram premises. 

The latest development is the giving of initia- 
tion at Sawan Ashram to new aspirants with 
the aid of Master’s tape-recorded instructions 
(see page 114). Apart from other consider- 
ations there were legal compulsions behind this 
move of Tai Ji. Her legal advisers have been hard 
put to it to make a plausible case for her continued 
stay in the Ashram with the help of outside elements, 
most of them non-initiates. The main weakness in 
her case is that 95 percent of the permanent resi- 
dents of the Ashram (with an average stay of 15 to 
20 years) are against her. The Delhi Sangat is 
against her. She has to import people from out- 
side (who have the run of the whole place and 
enjoy special food and amenities while the Master’s 
Langar which used to provide free food to hun- 
dreds and on special occasions to many thousands 
besides Ashram workers is closed for good) 
and use them to cow down the Ashramites. _, 
Besides these people she_has_her relatives stay- Yay 
ing in the guest house “rooms. To get over Thaw 
this difficulty she decided to create a new class of 
initiates loyal to her or to one of her trusted foll- 
owers. The furtive manner of the initiation pro- 
ceedings provides ample confirmation of this. There

were in all 25 aspirants who were given initiation 
by playing the Master’s tape-recorded instructions. 
This will now make it easy for her to deny to 
the Indian initiates that she gave initation; 
she will either say that it was Thakar Singh 
who gave it under her orders or she in turn was 
instructed by Master inside to do so. While to the 
western initates, particularly the group in power 


headed by Reno Sirrine and Russell Perkins who 


already subscribe to the view that they require yo 

Bin er ee LSM nL 
may be just one step forward to recognising her as, 
to begin with, the Master’s medium for conveying 
His instructions to the Sangat. The complusion, or 
shall we say the temptation, may be there on the 
other side of the Atlantic too, for:all we know. It 
can provide them a plausible excuse to enlarge the 
sphere of their activities and influence as the 
guides and shepherds of the Great Master’s flock in 
matters temporal to matters spiritual, acting under 
the direction of respected Tai Ji. 

The great error which has created all this con- 
fusion is that many of us have been treating Tai Ji 
as a saintly person, purely on the strength of her 
long association with the Master. This is quite 

natural but a very wrong impression. She was put 
under His care by His own Master and no Saint 
in_history_had_to carry a heavier charge. He 
could never leave or foraske her despite her tan- 
trums, her bursts of temper. He had to face 
much opposition solely because of her. During 


the writing of Pita-Poot, I had occassion to ask — 


him about a myth circulated by Tai Ji that she 
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used to vie with Him by sitting in meditation for 
seven he rs at a stretch with half the time in the 
difficult posture of listening to the Sound Current 
and that the Great Master Sawan Singh was highly

Introduction 


Since the Beloved Master Sant Kirpal Singh Ji 
Maharaj left this earth plane in August 1974 there 
has been a series of conflicting reports about the 
Great Master’s spiritual successor, Sant Darshan 
Singh Ji—some extremely vicious. | 

I had long felt the need to hear the views of 
some of the devoted workers who had served Sant 
Kirpal Singh Ji with such great love and who were 
known to be very close to Him and who are now - 
serving His successor. As we had all gathered in 
Delhi to celebrate the Bhandara for Baba Sawan 
Singh Ji at ‘the beginning of April 1975, it seemed 
a good idea to record a series of interviews so that 
what they had to say could be shared with my 
brothers and sisters in the West. - 

These interviews which started so casually in 
Delhi continued in Rajpur and Mussoorie over a 
period of several weeks. They include contributions 
from a few western initiates of the Great Master 
who had come to India to see the situation for 
themselves. 

- Nothing was planned—in most cases people 
just turned up, I asked them if they had anything 
to say, and if they said “Yes,” I simply pressed the 
recording button. Some of the interviews have been 
slightly shortened, but the editing has been kept 
to a minimum. The interviews are printed in the 
order in which they were given with the exception 


of Mr. Radha Krishna Khanna’s (Number Fifteen) 
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which was given on May 6th on the suggestion of 
Mr. Bhadra Sena, the Editor Emeritus of Sat 
Sandesh. 

It will be seen from the general tone of the 
interviews that there has been no attempt to deni- 
grate anybody beyond the stating of facts. Another 
remarkable thing was the utter informality of the 
proceedings; there were no formal introductions— 
everyone was allowed to have a say at any time 
and at any point during the interviews. It is for 
this reason that there may be a certain amount of 
repetition of facts but this all goes to corroborate 
the accuracy of the statements made by each person. 
It is therefore hoped that these interviews will not 
only help to remove much misunderstanding among 
the many initiates of Sant Kirpal Singh Ji Maharaj 
but also serve as an invaluable source of information

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This is the English translation of part of Muni Sushal 
Kumar’s announcement made at the Bhandara of Mahara 
Staguru Sawan Singh Fi at Gandhi Grounds on 2nd April, 
1975 referred to on page 32. This was later issued by 
him in the form of a signed statement. 


“Most of the devotees, initiates, admirers and 
associates of the late Maharaj Kirpal Singh Ji know 
that I have been very close to Him for about fifteen 
years during His lifetime. Many of them have been 
questioning me about the appointment of His spiri- 
tual successor by Maharaj Kirpal Singh Ji, and 
specifically they wanted to know if there was any 
talk between Him and me on this subject so as to 
remove confusion from the minds of the satsangis 
here and abroad. I too feel that I should let the 
world know what is within my personal knowledge 
and also feel further delay in the matter would not 
be advisable. | 

As a matter of fact I have talked about this 
matter with Smt. Hardevi (Tai Ji), Shri Balwant 
Singh, Shri Anant Ram Manocha, Gyani Bhagwan 
Singh, Shri Ahuja Ji etc. etc. individually from time 
to time and have told them what I have personally 
known, but now I wish to proclaim this to all and | 
sundry what the final decision of Maharaj Kirpal 
Singh Ji was about His spiritual successor. 

Maharaj Sant Kirpal Singh Ji nominated Shri 
Darshan Singh Duggal as His spiritual successor 
when I broached this topic with Him and this no- 
mination had my full concurrence. There is not 
the least doubt about this nomination and it fully 


expresses His considered and final decision, He had 
also told me in connection with this that He shall 
execute a Will affirming the nomination of Shri 
Darshan Singh as His spiritual successor. Some 
time later Maharaj Kirpal Singh informed me that 
He had executed the contemplated Will in favour 
of Shri Darshan Singh Duggal. 

In conformity with the decision of Maharaj Sant 
Kirpal Singh Ji, as stated above, all of us do 
acknowledge Shri Darshan Singh Duggal to be the 
rightful spiritual successor of Maharaj Kirpal 
Singh Ji without any doubt and uncertainty and we 
also recognize him as the Spiritual Head of the 
Kirpal Ruhani Satsang Society of SAWAN ASH- 


RAM, Delhi, to Carry on the spiritual work of 
Maharaj Kirpal Singh Ji.”

Interview One 


Malcolm Tillis : This is March 30th, 1975 and we 
ave just been to the Satsang held by Sant Darshan 
ingh Jiat Tilak Nagar in Delhi. Mr. Sethi, who 
was in charge of Master Kirpal Singh Jvs corres- 
pondence at Sawan Ashram, has just translated 


for us the inn ce of an initiate of Sant 
Kirpal Singh who narrated it before the Sangat. 
When Master Kirpal Singh left this earth plane, 
this initiate was so overtaken with grief and stricken 
with sadness that he wept copiously and remain- 
ed in that state for a few hours. He does not 
know when he went into trance.but Master Kirpal 
Singh appeared and told him, “Child, you need not 
weep any more—you have not been left in the lurch. 


I have placed your hand in the hand of Darshan 
my son. Go to him, you will find, you will see, you 
will have the same love and radiation as you used 
to have from me.”’ | 

I am now going to ask Mr. Sethi, who was initi- 
ated by Baba Sawan Singh Ji in 1944, why he went 
to Sant Kirpal Singh Ji after his sMaster left the 
earth plane. 

Mr. Sethi : 1’ll explain to you in a few words all 


| 
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about my background. I was initiated when I was 
alad of about 22 and knew nothing about the 
Path of the Masters, but I very well remember that 
immediately after initiation I found myself trans: 
ported _into a bliss of inexpressible joy which I 
cannot_narrate. For several days 1 remained in 
that divine intoxication, After eighteen months I 
came to Delhi whereI was married, and then l 
started attending Satsang where I began to learn 
the importance and greatness of the Living Master, 
and a rare zeal and enthusiasm sprang up in my 
heart. In 1946, during the lifetime of Baba Sawan 
Singh, on my first meeting with Kirpal Singh I was 
so much impressed by his simplicity, by his 
humility and rare glow on his radiant face that I 
found that I was being dragged towards him. So 
‘since that day I had a great admiration and respect 
for that Godman. And then in 1948 when Baba 
Sawan Singh left, it was not a very great shock to 
me. I considered myself most fortunate when on 
April 13th, 1948, a few days after the demise of 
Baba Sawan Singh Ji, Master Kirpal Singh came to 
Delhi and I attended His first public Satsang. He 
gave a graphic description of the role of the Living 
Master; He told us just as the commander of an 
army grows old and sits in a tent and keeps a boy 
as an orderly to send his messages to the outside— 
“So this is my position.” These are the exact words 
which I still remember and are ringing in my 
mind. I became dragged towards the Satsang. 
Then after about a fortnight we came to know that 
Master Kirpal Singh had left for Rishikesh to retire 
to the jungle where He stayed for several months. 
In the month of November or December I came to 
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know that He had come back and _ started living in 
Delhi. He had much compassion for me and 
although I was living about ten miles away from 
Him, He would dr e at least once in twenby- 
four hours to see Him. Really, I tell you. 

I will now tell you a story which is wonderful. 
Every day I would come and sit by Him, as much 
time as I could because during those days 
on wo or three people were there. He would 
love me just like His own small child. Days 
passed on and then in 1949 one day when I went 
to see Master Kirpal Singh I found He was not 
there—He had probably gone to see His son 
Darshan. I had no choice but to sit and wait for 
Him, s satin meditation. After_about ten 
minutes I was above the body and I had_a_ very 
c ision of Master Kirpal_ Sin Aaster 
Sawan Singh standing parallel face to face, Master 
Sawan Singh with His stick in His hand. And I 
asked Him, “Master, what is this?) Why have You 
left?” Master Sawan Singh told me, pointing to- 
wards Master Kirpal Singh, “Go to Him, go to 
Kirpal Singh. He’s duty bound to take you to me.” 
This was a very clear message from Him. I was 
overjoyed. After about half an hour Master Kirpal 
Singh came back and I told Him my experience, 
to which He affirmed, “It’s all right. It is for your 
personal conviction that you are on the right 
track. 

Now I will tell you what a dragging pull the 
Living Master has for us poor people, for His 
children. I was living all alone and taking my 
meals at the home of some relative while my wife 
was away. My normal routine was that after 


wid 
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coming from the office I would wash and sit in 
meditation and read a few pages from Gurmat 
Stdhant, and after that I would go to my uncle’s 
house, take my meals, come back and go to sleep. 
One day when I came back from my office and I 
was reading in Gurmat Sidhant the chapter on sepa- 


ration, after a few pages I was so much charged | 


with that dragging pull that instead of going to my 
uncle’s house I found myself walking towards Sant 
Kirpal Singh’s house which was about eight miles 
from my place. I didn’t know where I was going, 
but I was being dragged, and after about four miles 
I realized I was on the roadside; the pull was so 
great I couldn’t retrace back. I was dragged right 
to Master’s house. When I got there it was about 
8.30 in the evening. Master was sitting on His bed, 
and Lai Ji had kept two chapatis, and when I said, 
“I don’t know, Master, I don’t know why I have 
come—I have come.” ‘Have you taken your 
meals?’’ I said, ‘‘No”, and those two chapatis were 
given to me by Tai Ji. Idon’t know to this day 
. why-[_was there or how I got there, because Twas 

oe ee going. I stay- 
ed there for the night. 

I bécame very attached to the Satsang. Where- 
ever Maharaj Ji used to hold a Satsang we con- 
sidered it our foremost duty to be present there. 
We were like foot-soldiers just to give impetus to 


others. Do you know Master Darshan Singh only 


has one percent oppositio aster Kir

were assigned the duty of going from colony to

M.T.: Now you’ve told us the story of how you 
came to Master Kirpal Singh’s feet, why have you 
now accepted Darshan Singh as the new Master? 

Mr. Sethi: Now I remember, maybe_in visions, 
maybe in dream, I used to have intimations that I 
would be required to work with Master Darshan 
Singh on the foreign correspondence. In 1969 we 
did work together. And during the life-time of 
Master Kirpal Singh we used to hold Master 
Darshan Singh in great esteem, like an elder brother. 
He is so great, so graceful, so humble, so sweet, so 
loving. Any timeI would ever go to his home or 
we would meet in the Ashram we would embrace 
each other. He would love my children more than 
I would. We had a relationship more than brothers. 
So it was natural to me to look to him. And espe- 
cially afew days after Master had left, as I was 
very much puzzled, I enquired from Aytar Singh. 
Obergi that surely Master Darshan was to succeed 
Him. At that time he was reluctant to tell me. 
But when they had Committee meeting of August 
26th Iwas called by Avtar Singh from the office 
and he broke this news to me that Darshan was to 
be the next Master. I was very much satisfied and 
overjoyed.

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Mr. S.: This is a mystery to me. Until August 
31st we were all satisfied—we were told that 
Master Darshan Singh was the true successor. And 
on September Ist when the Bhog Ceremony was to 
be held at the Ashram we found out that Master. 
Darshan Singh had withdrawn himself and that he 
would not be the successor after all, despite the 
fact that we had_read_this in the newspapers. It 
was a great shock, yet I had firm belief and my 
own personal convication that Master Darshan 
Singh was the right successor, and that he was the 
real Master to guide and help us on our Journey 
back to God. . 

I would now like to say a few words for my 
brothers and sisters in the West. It is by Master’s 
Grace that He used to take work from me, and I 
consider it a great privilege. I would stress upon 
you the importance of the Living Master, that He 
is the chosen human pole, the son of divinity under 
whose divine guidance we can receive and we can 
progress on the Way back Home to God. You must 
have heard the often repeated story of Jesus which 
Maharaj Ji used to narrate at His Satsangs, ‘‘I am 
the vine, thou art the branches ; so long as thou art 
‘mbedded in Me thou wilt bear ample fruit, so you 
cannot do without Me.” So the same truth stands 
true even today. Master Kirpal is all-competent 
to bless us, to grant us His Grace. We are incom- 
tis 
some living human pole. That 


living human pole is the right successor of Master 
Kirpal Singh, His eldest son, Beloved Master 
Darshan Singh. You know, Master used to tell us 
that the eyes are the windows of the soul, and the » 
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succession of spirituality is granted through the eyes 
and here we have the personal testimony of a very 
good friend (Mr. Mehta—see page 14) who was 
present when Master Kirpal Singh passed on His 
divine impulse to Darshan Singh through the eyes. 
And more so, it is our personal conviction that 
while sitting near Master Darshan Singh, having 
his darshan with faith and humility, we feel divi- 


nely blessed. It isnot only my belief or personal | 


conviction but a positive experience that when I 


happen to be in His presence LOR. 1S 
better.” Imust admit it is no exaggeration, no feel- 


ings, ng inference, but a positive experience. So I 
would again humbly submit that the present Liv- 
ing Master does not demand any homage of allegia- 
nce from the initiates of Sant Kirpal Singh, but he 
invokes the divine compassion of Master Kirpal 
Singh for His initiates. 

M. T. : I would just like to ask you this, Mr. 


Sethi: so many of the dear ones in the West have - 


been reading, especially in Sat Sandesh, that we do 
not need to go to a new Master because we are 
initiates of a Perfect Master, Master Kirpal Singh. 
Now with your experience what do you say to that? 

Mr. S. : It’s a very relevant question you have 
asked me. And I will tell you very plainly as an 
initiate of Master Baba Sawan Singh that I derived 
100 percent spiritual benefit from the company of 
Master Kirpal Singh who succeeded Him. Master 
Kirpal Singh treated me as His child all through 
His life—He would always say, “‘I have never 
treated you as servants, I have always treated you 
as brothers.” So I would tell the initiates of Master 
Kirpal Singh Ji that Master Darshan Singh Ji is to

treat each one of you as His own brother and simi- 
larly Master Darshan Singh has a compassionate 
heart for the initiates of Master Kirpal Singh. He 
has a personal concern for your spiritual progress. 
Now you ask why some of the initiates do not 
relish to come to the Living Master. In my opinion 
I would humbly submit that it appears to me that 
personal ego keeps them back. I would question if 
a person shivering with cold would not relish to 
sit in the shining sun—to bask in the divine presence 
of the Living Master ? Each one of us knows all 
about his inner progress and receptivity. So if we 
come to the Living Master, Master Darshan Singh 
Ji, it will be for our spiritual benefit. He has com- 
passion for us, even if we do not turn our face to- 
wards Him, His grace will be there. I know several 


people who are initiates of Baba Sawan Singh but 
_ they have never been convinced of the greatness of 

Master_Kirpal Singh in spite of His reigns of 
twenty-seven years : but they were still loved and 
iooked alte¥-by~ that Master. It is for our own 
spiritual benefit that we come to the Living Master, 
and He will bless us. Because the Light has to be 
conveyed through the human pole and the eyes of 
the Living Master are the windows of His soul, and 
His soul is perfected by God and Naam or Shabd 
or God-into-Expression Power that is flowing 
through His eyes ; so the more we sit near Him the 
more of these uplifting impulses shall fall to our 
share, and we shall progress on the path ; it is for 


our own good. There haye been. several letters

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spiritual benefit. This is no exaggeration ; these 


are the facts which have come to our knowledge, 
and we tell others to benefit from it. 

I will explain in a single sentence about the 
greatness of the present Living Master Darshan 
Singh. It is His sweetness and personal humility 
which drags us towards Him and whenever we 
come to Him He bestows so much love upon us that 
we remember without any exaggeration that Master 
Kirpal Singh Himself is radiating His Grace.

Interview Two 


M.T.: This is now the 31th of March ; it is the 


day before the great Bhandara for Baba Sawan 
Singh Ji and we have here Mr. Nagpal, the 
Vice-President of the Agra Satsang, and I’m going 
to ask him why he felt it was necessary to form the 
All India Co-ordination Committee of the Ruhapni 
Satsang Centers. | 

Mr Nagpal : You will remember after the Great 
Master left, His Will nominating Sant Darshan 
Singh as His successor was held back, and it was 
not implemented. We from Agra had requested the 
Managing Committee members at Sawan Ashram 
and Tai Jito implement the commands of the 
Master as He had left them. The management did 
not give areply to this question. There was no 
other way left for us except to calla meeting on 
our Own. So we. did call a meeting of all the dele- 
gates from all the centers in India at Agra on 
January 4th and 5th. We passed six resolutions. 
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The delegates felt that because the management at 
Sawan Ashram was not cooperating we should 
have a united sort of organization, a coordination 
sort of committee which would keep in touch with 
all the Centers and which would provide some 
leadership. This was Created so that we should not 
break away from the parent organization created 
by the Master. They wanted .to continue the Sat~ 
sang work in the same organization which has been 
created by the Great Master ‘and they just wanted 
the parent organization to be compelled to faith- 
fully implement the commands of the Master so 
that His mission can be carried on properly. This 
Committee also decided to publish a regular 
bulletin 

M. T.: Mr. Nagpal, I wonder if you could give 
a message to our brothers and sisters in the West. 
What would you advise them to do in these very 
trying times ? , 

Mr. N.: In the present circumstances and in the 
context of what the management at Sawan Ashram 
and the Divine Science of the Soul in America have 
been doing, the only message that I have is that if 
the Divine Science of the Soul, or its Board of 
Directors, or its Vice-President persist in their rest- 


raint against the implementation and execution of 


-the Will of the Great Master, then my brothers and 


sisters in America should take a united stand and 
organize themselves to support the Will of the 
Great Master. We have done this [in India. So my 
message is we should try to be good disciples, we 
may not be good disciples, but to try 1s always 
right. We are not bound to persons or places or 
organizations although I would like that the 
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organizations created by the Great Master are kept 
going ; but we are not bound to the organization, 
we are bound more to our Master. So let us keep 
the flag flying according to His commandments. It 
was the Master Who chose the new Master. He 
really knew who should be the new Master and we 
should abide by Him and all will be well. We on 
our part will abide by the Master’s wishes. We 
recognize only Sant Darshan Singh Ji as the new 
Living Master. 


Interview Three 


M. I.: We also have here Mr. Mehta who will 
be remembered as one of the homeopathic doctors 
who by the Grace of the Master served in the 
Ashram. He was also allowed to serve the Master 
during His last illness. And in fact he spent many 
nights in the Ashram looking after the Master. Mr. 
Mehta, I know many of our brothers and sisters in 
the West would like to hear what you were witness 
to on the 19th of Angust 1974, two days before the 
Master left the body. | 


Mr. Mehta: I was blessed by the Master with

Interview Four 


M.T.: Now we have here Mr. S.P. Chopra who 
was the secretary of the Bombay Satsang, and I’m 
going to ask him what his opinion is, and why 
there is this bone of contention. First of all I will 
ask him if he is related to Dr. Chopra? 

Mr. Chopra: No. I was blessed by the Master and 
He gave me Naam in 1953. and I remember that 
when I met Him for the first time I accommodated 
Giani Ji at my place and I went to see Master. 
Master thanked me for being good enough to spare 
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the accommodation. So I told the Great Master that 
the house where I lived was His. And you know 
in a very smiling tone He said, ‘‘Yes. Your house 
is mine.’ And I couldn’t understand the meaning 
of this thing at that time. But when I was initiated, 
after a fortnight the Satsang was transferred to my 
residence. It used to be held every Sunday right 
from 1953 to 1967 till I retired from service in the 
railways; it was Master’s blessing that He blessed » 
me with the service of being the secretary to the 
Bombay Ruhani Satsang Center. Afterwards I came 
to Delhi. | 

Now coming to the point. Respected Tai Ji had 
made mention not only to me but to many about 
the fact that there was a Will, but every time she 
gave a different version. Now there are some brothers 
and sisters, those who feel that this charge of 
spirituality is not transferred by written documents, 
and the‘others hold very firmly that the Master 
did pass it on in writing, but I don’t think this is 
a very important fact. The Master Himself had 
told Darshan Singh Ji that he would work after 
Him and that he should prepare himself, and in 
his preparation he should make more study of the 
other religions. This fact was told to me by 
Darshan Singh Ji much before Master left the body, 
and this has also been mentioned by Tai Ji toa 
number of people that Maharaj Ji did say that 
Darshan Singh should work after Him. The point 
is not whether the spiritual charge can be trans- 
ferred by a written document or not. It should 
not be a matter of dispute. The fact is that Master 
has given a charge to Darshan Singh Ji to work 
after Him, and His command we accept.

On this assumption Sant 
Darshan Singh Ji was declared the spiritual succes- 
sor. And perhaps on the same evening or the next 
day—I can’t remember the date exactly—Tai Ji 
herself told Mr. Manocha, General Secretary of 
Kirpal Ruhani ‘Satsang Society, to make an 
announcement to the foreigners and to the other im- 
portant persons present in the Ashram. I was also 
specially sent for by Mr. Manocha. All the for- 
eigners who were in the Ashram were present; and 
in my presence and in the presence of Tai Ji, Mr. 
Manocha announced the fact that Shri Darshan 
Singh according to the Will of the Master will be 
His spiritual successor. On August 28th a meeting 
of Manav Kendra was also held. Tai Ji was also 
presant in the meeting. In my presence she defi- 
nitely told the members that the Will is there but 
itis not forthcoming and according to her state- 
ment the same decision then was taken by the 
Managing Committee of Manav Kendra as_ was 
taken on August 26th. So Sant Darshan Singh Ji 
was definitely declared the spiritual successor to 
H.H. Sant Kirpal Singh Ji and everybody including 
Tai Ji bowed at his feet; but itis unfortunate that 
there was no camera-man or television camera by 
which we could photograph this and keep it. There- 
after I had no mind to go back to Dehra Dun, but 
Tai Ji personally made a request to me that this 
was the most difficult time and she requested me to 
go and work there. I left for Dehra Dun, I think in 
the first week of September, and remained there up 
till December 18th. In between I was sent for to 
Delhi once or twice, and again I went back. But 
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things took a different turn. Taj 1 deliberately 
stopped _payment_of essential Bian orthinal 
sanction of funds for running the establishment with 
aview to easing out old trusted servants of the 
Master. I could not tolerate it that I should 
stop the langar (the free kitchen), I should close the 
school, the dairy farm, and the. hospital. There 
was no alternative—I wrote a long letter to Tai Ji 
with the request that she should reply by telegram, 
by return post. But having received no reply there 
was no alternative left to me because I was not a 
paid individual, I was working only in an honorary 
capacity. So I left the show on December 18th. 

Master definitely made the Will, and it is 
according to the provisions of Rule 7 of the Manav 
Kendra Constitution that the ‘spiritual successor 
could be nominated by the founder Chairman of 
Manav Kendra. It is perfectly all right. So He 
made a Will, and it is correct. We must bow to it, 
you see. Whatever the circumstances may be 
whether the Will is present or it has been destroyed, 
and it is not forthcoming at the moment, the 
Master’s Will shall prevail and according to His 
commandments Sant Darshan Singh is His spiri- 
tual successor and practically all the satsangis 
have agreed and are bowing before his feet. 

S.P. Chopra: Coming again to the point of a 
written Will : when we look at the Constitution of 
Manav Kendra, it would appear to any person of 
intelligence that a documentary Will for such an 
organization is necessary to avoid difficulties. And 
I personally feel probably the Master wrote the 
Will and made a document with this object in 
His mind. Whatever may be the conditions of the 
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Will, whether it is physically available, or it is lost, 
His Will is word, and His word shall ever live and 
will prevail on all of us. 


Interview Six 


M.T. : This is now April Ist. ’m going to ask 
Mr. W.S. Mongia to speak. He has been closely 
associated with the Master for over twenty years. 
In fact, he accompanied the Master exclusively 
immediately after the partition of India on the 
Master’s tours to Pakistan. Asa member of the 
Master’s inner circle, I am going to ask him to 
explain Tai Ji’s role and the motives in this drama 
which has been unfolding since the Beloved Master 
left this earth plane. I know Mr. Mongia is a 
forthright person, so I will explain to him that 
dear Tai Ji has always been looked upon and 
respected by all the westerners as a saintly lady 
and it is extremely hard for us to accept that she 
would deliberately go against the Master’s known 
wishes. So I will ask you to please try to under- 
stand this and to take it into consideration and to 
temper your forthrightness without, of course, 
altering the truth. As you know, dear Michael © 
Grayson has just arrived in Delhi and yesterday 
he went to Sawan Ashram to pay his respect to 
Tai Ji. She came up with conditions under which 
ee eee ee ee 
Ashram. Now you were present last night when 
Michael conveyed this to Master Darshan Singh 
and you also witnessed the patience and the love he 
has for her. And if I remember correctly Master 
Darshan Singh said, “You know if Tai Ji wants 
anything from me and it comes from the core of her 
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heart with honesty of purpose it can be arranged in 
two seconds. But we must start with the truth. She 
must acknowledge what the Master’s wishes are, 
and she must produce the Will.” 

Mr. Mongta: I would first like to explain to my 
‘western brothers a little of Tai Jis background. I 
believe she has been known to the Master for over 
fifty years or so. She is from the town of Rawalpin- 
di in west Pakistan and was the second wife of 
a jeweller, Lala Raja Ram, for whom Great Master 
Sawan Singh had great regard. As a matter of 
fact, at the actual passing away of Lala Raja Ram, 
the husband of Tai Ji, Hazur Maharaj Ji Baba 
Sawan Singh so arranged that He was at his death- 
bed when he breathed his last.

Mongia, 1112, Sector 1s, Faridabad, 
Haryana, India. I will take steps on receipt of their 
application if I know the exact amount to approach

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working” (he is granting very huge contracts in 
Supply and Disposal) ‘Shad anybody else _been 
there he would have made lakhs of rupees himself 
and we could also make crores.’ Darshan Ji said, 
“Well I did not do that.” Balwant_Ji_said, “No. 
ou kn about you ls 
above all. During Maharaj Ji’s illness when there , 
was a lotof heresay that Master had made a U 
in_my favour at that time, it was not in my favour, it 
was_j our.” The moment Balwant Ji 
uttered these words Harcharan Singh said, “He does 
ngt_know anything about it.’ So in 1972 Balwant 
Ji had first told him about the Will. In (1974 
Maharaj Ji told him and then after Maharaj Ji left, 
Tai Ji was the first to confirm this and she said, 
“I’m just trying to locate the paper—it has been 
misplaced, I am searching for it.” I can say at that 
time she did not know that the Will was not regis 
tered. Dr. Chopra had seen the Will at Dehra 
Dun; he had told Mr. Manocha (the General 
Secretary of the Ruhani Satsang Committee); 
Manocha then inquired from Tai Ji if Master had 
made a Will. She said, “Yes. I have been search- 
ing, I could not find it. Here are the keys, you 
find out if you can lay your hands on it.”? He 
asked who drafted the Will. Tai Ji replied, ‘Malik 
Radha Krishna.’ Manocha said if that was so there 
was no difficulty.’ We could go and ask him the 
contents of the Will and then prepare resolutions 
accordingly and adopt them in the meeting. So 
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accordingly five or six members of the Managing 
Committee went to Malik’s house and asked him. 
He said he did not have a copy of the Will but he 
remembered rote. There were just five 
or six sentences which he reproduced. On that 
they said, “Please prepare draft resolutions.’ On 
the basis of that he said according to the Will 
Darshan Ji was to be the Chairman of Manav 
Kendra and Ruhani Satsang and His spiritual 
successor, and he will do the work the same way 
as He has been doing in His lifetime. It was when 
this resolution was being prepared that they came 
to know the Will was not registered. ‘On 26th the 
Committee meeting was to be held. But on 25th 
they returned the draft. So far as the portion 
regarding Tai Ji was concerned, that was kept as 
it is because that portion favoured T ai ji. In fact 
at Malik Ji’s house when according to the Will 
Darshan Ji was made Chairman, Balwant remarked 
“If they (Darshan Ji and Tai Ji) have to work like 
mother and son, it does not look proper if the son. 
is the Chairman and the mother is Co-Chairman”. 
On that orovan Ji sacrificed, “Look, make her the- 
Chairman.” An accordingly a new resolution 
was prepared making her the Chairman. So at th 
August 26th meeting of Ruhani Satsang, resolutio 
were adopted in which Tai Ji was declared Ghair- 
man to Ylook after properties and Darshan Ji was 
declared Co-Chairman and Spiritual _successoy. 
Aiter that resolution was adopted, out of reverence, 
they all bowed before him, including Tai Ji—she 
also folded her hands, and the resolutions were 
adopted unanimously. On the 27th the Manav 
Kendra Committee adopted similar resolutions and 
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they repeated the same course—out of reverence 
they all bowed before him. It was after this that 
Taiji sent an 5.0.5, to some Punjah neople saying 
that they should come to her rescue. 

M.T.: Well, what happened after that has 
become part of history, and a very sordid part of 
Sant Mat history. As we all know now, there has 
been a tremendous positive. swing in India— 
practically the whole of the Sangat in India has 
recognized Sant Darshan Singh Ji as the new 
Master. I heard you mention the other daya 


beautiful story given to you’ by the gardener of 


Master’s house in Rajpur. Would you like to 
Mr. M.S.D.: Surely. Baba Ji in the last week of 
February came to Delhi with Pundit _Brijmoha 
ji. He told me, “Manohar Ji, look, now everything 
will become all right.” I said, ‘“‘Oh, here we see 
all sorts of stories coming up and all sorts of 
threats coming up, how can you say that ?” He 
said,} “Last _nj ule in meditation Maharaj Ji 
appeared to_m tol e, ‘Baba_Ji, don’t 
worry. These things canno on for long like this 
For six months I waited as I thought good sense 
‘might prevail on these people, and the damage 
being done to the Mission ‘would be stopped. Sirtce 
they are not coming to any settlement and they 


have vowed they are ‘out to harm the Mission, I 


have decided to remove my _ hand ectio 
which I have. kept so far over them and now they 
will be exposed and_things are bound to take a 
turn for the better >And actually we found that 
after that very day, things you know are moving 
in favour of the Mission and the Sangat; the whole 
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Sangat knows all the facts, they believe them and 
they are working accordingly. 

M. I.: I wonder if we could just go now to the 
period of time at Master’s passing in August 1974. 
Obviously you have been so close to the Master 
being His brother’s son, Master’s nephew. You 
obviously knew Tai Ji since you were a child. Can 
you try to explain to us what has given this 

_ tremendous impetus to her activities ? 
Mr. MS.D.: This is a very pertinent question 


you have put. So far as my memory goes back, we 


have known Tai Ji since early childhood. There 
were three brothers: Master Kirpal Singh Ji; my 
father, who was the eldest, Sardar Prem Singh ; 
and the second brother, Sardar Jodh Singh. These 
three brothers all treated her as their sister and 
we were also giving her motherly regard and 
respect. Herein Delhi we used to go to Master 
and we respected her like our mother all along. 
After Master left, from August 21st to 31st all these 
_ ten, eleven days we stayed at the Ashram. Morning 
and evening, out of respect, we were just going up 
and touching her feet and giving her the same 
respect as we had been gijving previously. But then 
on 3Ist some_people whose faces_we hac never seen 
pelore—came—and_started_shouting Ve did not 
actually know but somebody said something was 
being cooked against Sardar Darshan Singh. I 
said there could be nothing. We could not think 
even ina dream that anything which could harm 


Darshan Ji could be ‘planned or any intrigue could 


ethere to kill him. But late in the evening of 
31st I foun arshan Ji was. sitting in Giani Ji’s 
room and they were preparing speeches to be given 
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the next day in the evening (for the Bhog 
Ceremony). A speech for Tai Ji as Chairman ; his 
own speech as Co-Chairman, as spiritual successor; 
Manocha Ji’s speech as Secretary—they were just 
drafting the speeches. Some people entered the 
room and they started shouting. Out of those 
people were, Mr, , Tai Ji’s son-in-law, 
from Chandigarh, Dr, Harbhajan _Singh, his 
brother-in-law—all these people started to 
pounce upon him and shout at him. But he, 
in a humble way said, ‘“‘What is the matter?’ 
They were simply saying, “How could yo 

be the successor, you being the son? Master. 
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always said, ‘my_relatives will not succeed_me, 
> 
All sorts of things they started shouting. Darshan 


Ji said, “Therei ing. Don’t worry, let us go 
to Taiji.” Because he had_all faith in-her, he gave 
her respect. And that was the proof. He could 
have been the Chairman, but he sacrificed that 
Chairmanship for Tai Ji out of respect. So at his 
instance they all went to Tai Ji. Outside we found 
a group of hoodlums who were all hired, and I 
actually heard them say, “If he comes outside, why) 
not kill him, and remove _the curse,; But of course 
when Darshan Ji came out nobody dared come 
forward. Then they all went upto Tai Ji. Taiji 
came out, that same Tai Ji who had told him that 
Maharaj Ji had made a Will and he had to work 
after Him, that Tai Jiwasa changed Tai Ji and 
she came out, “Brothers,’’ she said, “there was a 


piece of paper. I being illiterate, I don’t know 


what it was in English.” Darshan Ji_ was actually. 


shocked by what she said. He never knew that she 
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could be responsible for backing out like this. On 
that, those people started shouting and gave all 
sorts of threats. And Darshan Ji to save the 
situation and to save the holy Name of Master 
from getting any blemish said, “I_will make any 


sacrifice, b see anv slander on Him.” 


So a resolution was prepared. The portion caver-— 


ing Tai Ji kept intact, as Chajrman. The 


portion covering Darshan Ji_was deleted and the 


meeting dispersed. He was not even allowed the 
minimum right which in this country the son has, 
the right to tie the turban after the death of his 
Father. He was deprived of even that ; all this he 


sacrificed. The_n e attended the Bhog 


Ceremony and then left the Ashram after touching 
the feet of Tai Ji and_ after that he never returwed 
ta the Ashram. - 

M.T.,: As you know, yesterday, to the amazement 
of the whole Sangat—and I believe there were over 
90,000 that gathered here in Delhi for the Bhandara 
of Baba Sawan Singh Ji—H.H. Muni Sushil Kumar 
Ji gave the full story ofhow he had_asked the 
Master in 1970 about His spiritual successorship 
and you heard his version of what happened the 
night he spent with the Master in the Ashram. 
Could you now tell us what happened after Muni 
Ji returned to the Ashram after the Master’s death 
and he spoke to Tai Ji about this? 

Mr.M.S.D.: On the day that we were about to 
go to Pambari Road to collect Master’s ashes, H.H. 
Muni Sushil Kumar came to the Ashram. Of 
course he was very much moved. But he immedia- 
tely asked Tai Ji, “How is it, His Holiness left on 
91st, today is 24th, how is it that you have not 
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made any announcement of the fact who was going 
to be His successor? Especially when you know He 
had declared it three or four years before, and He 
had made a Will to that effect. As a matter of 
principle the announcement is made before starting 
for the funeral so that the Sangat may get consola- 
tion.” On that, Tai Ji replied, “Yes, Muni fi, you 
are_right, Whenever _you asked Him about His _ 
successor He always said, ‘Darshan, Darshan,’ but 
meditation, so I have not made_this announce- 
ment. hen Muni Ji said, “Tai Ji, if Maharaj 

i made a Will whoare we to question it? Once 
He made a Will He meant it. And what meter do 
you_have to guage how much spirituality he has 
inhim? You should have made the announcement 
and even now it is not too late.” I was present at 
that meeting. 


Interview Eight 


David Helion: My name is David Helion from 
Paris, France. I was initiated by Master in Mexico 
during the third world tour in Dccember 1972. 
Here I am today in New Delhi on the 3rd of April 
1975, one day after the great Bhandara of Baba 
Sawan Singh Ji Maharaj. I have some things to 
say about what is happening at Sawan Ashram and 
different things like that. I arrived on Sunday, 
30th March in New Delhi and went straight to the 
Ashram. I was received very ‘politely, very nicely 
by all the Indian brothers and sisters. I decided 
to remain at the Ashram for the celebration which 
was planned there for April Ist and 2nd. I don’t 
really know why I came to India, I cannot say I 
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decided to come because it won’t be right. I should 


say. I was drawn by the Master Power rather than 
that I came myself. 

Actually for the first moments when I arrived 
at Sawan Ashram, I found the place very holy but 
very sad at the same time because it was almost 
empty—the rooms were empty and the atmosphere; 
the mood was a bit strange to me. It was an 
Ashram with no Master and with very few disciples. 
It was a bit strange. There were all types of people 
there, initiates and non-initiates. There were 
children, and people of every age. IJ was living in 
a place within the Ashram reserved for westerners. 
I was very surprised to see there were about forty 


rooms, and none of them were occupied. ‘There 


was only one other westerner in the Ashram 
besides myself, a boy from America. There were 
also some Indians from the interior of India. I 
was willing to stay for the celebration, but one 
side I was not really sure that this was what Master 
wanted me to do—to remain at Sawan Ashram. I 
was just there meditating and reading and waiting 
until the celebration when I met a sister, an initiate 
from America, Estelle Clayton, who told me very 
gently that there was another group of fifteen in- 
itiates from the States and they were staying some- 
where in Old Delhi. I asked why they were stay- 
ing in another place than Sawan Ashram and she 
told me that she didn’t know, that they were just 
there...it was just like that. I was curious and 
wanted to know why they were staying outside of 
Sawan Ashram. I understood that the reason was 
that this could be due to the division that existed 
between Tai Ji and the followers of Darshan Singh 
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Ji. When I came to the Ashram I thought they 
were going to have a very big celebration with 
thousands of people and all the disciples. I thought 
even that Darshan Singh would appear and that 
everybody would come like always, like it should 
be. But very few people came and I felt that this was 
not indeed the celebration that the Master would 
want to have. So I decided to go and visit the 
other initiates staying away from the Ashram. I 
just felt the call, felt that Master maybe was draw- 
ing me there. So I went there and met them. 
This is incredible because this was just a few hours 
before the beginning of the celebration that was 
held by Darshan Singh in another place. There 
were two celebrations: the one in Sawan Ashram, 
and the one in Gandhi Grounds in Old Delhi. I 
met everybody in the hotel and we all went 
together. Immediately when I walked through the 
crowd towards the platform where Darshan Singh 
was sitting among other holy people—I saw him 
instantly from afar and I felt that Master was there, 
that Master was present, and this was very beauti- 
ful for me. The celebration was a great success. 
There were thousands of people, and they were all 
children of the Master and there was an incredible 
amount of love during those two days and two 
nights. It was just bliss to be there, just bliss. 
But this is not the end, it is just the beginning of 
the new Mission of Darshan Singh because Master 
has not passed away. Master Kirpal Singh always 
said that He is not the body. That means that the 
Master Power in our dear Master Kirpal Singh ‘is 
HOw somewhere in another human pole and to 
myself it looks like He is in the holy body of His 
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son, Sant Darshan Singh Ji Maharaj. | 

The big problem is that some initiates don’t 
believe that the Power has been transferred to 
another human pole, and some believe that there 
won’t be a Master any more. Some believe that 
there is a Master but that He is not known. And 
some believe that there is a Master and that he is 
Sant Darshan Singh Ji Maharaj. There is a 
division between many groups, but the main 
division is, between Tai Ji’s supporters and the 
others. I would like to say that the great majority 
today are enjoying Darshan .Singh Ji, and there 
is no doubt because the Master Power 1s working 
there. | 

Again I would like to say that I didn't find 
Sawan Ashram as I was expecting to. It was very 
pitiful, empty, and the mood is not very conducive 
to meditation. There is a lot of noise and many 
people there who are not initiates and many people 
there who have nothing to do with spirituality ; 
they are not even vegetarian—they are henchmen. 
Last night for instance I met a henchman who was 
actually guarding the Ashram. As I came back at 
night he opened the main gate to the Ashram as 
it was closed when I arrived about 2.00 a.m. There 
were other guards, but they were sleeping. This 
man was dressed like a soldier. Maybe they have 
guns, but I did not see them. We talked together 
for a little while. I found it was so strange to have 
such a person here at the Ashram, in a holy place, 
at a spiritual Ashram to have a solider who 
doesn’t know anything about who is Master and 
what is spirituality—what it means. The mood is 


not very conducive as I said because it looks like 
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most of the people do not realize that the Master 
Power has been transferred. 

After Master’s death on August 2I]st the first 
numbers of Sat Sandesh we received in South 
America—I was living in Venezuela when this 
happened—they were saying that Master had just 
passed away and were saying that all initiation 
should be stopped. And from the following issues 
we could read there was an obvious division among 
the initiates—the Russell Perkins group and the 
other group. Russell Perkins for instance, who is a 
very good brother and doing very good work, was 
saying that Darshan Singh couldn’t be the Master. 


In a way, we’ve been brain-washed in. the West, 
even in South America, by—Sat Sandesh, a magaz- 


ine that was s ting the vi inions of 


a Minority, to name Russll Perkins because he is 
the editor of Sat Sandesh, and also others like 


Reno Sirrine. The thing is that they were only 
publishing their opinions and not the opinions of 


others. So they were mis-using the holy magazine. 
M.T.: Well, I will now tell you something : as 
long ago as December 2nd we sent Russell Perkine 
an article, “A_Visit to Darshan Singh’, hoping 
he would counter-balance what he had published 
by our dear brother from Canada, Arran Stephens, 


who gave a very fascinating account of his visit 


to Ajaib_ Singh. Russell sent_us ba five-pa 
letter_which tried to justify his stand agaist 
Darshan Singh, and of course he refused to publish 


that article. Russell knew we had sent a copy to 
Mr. Khanna. Untilthat moment we had not even 
communicated with Mr. Khanna. For more than 


three months Kate and I were absolutely silent on 
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this issue. We were living quietly. We had 
Master’s work to do. So this is why nobody could 


get another view unless they were on Mr. Khanna’s 


mailing list. | 

D.—.: Well anyway, I saw Darshan Singh for 
the first time during this celebration on April Ist. 
I was initiated about_three years ago and had the 
privilege to see the Master during His three days 
in Mexico City. This was very little for me 
because when Master leftI was very sad that He 
was returning to India. I had very little direct perso- 
nal] relationship with Master on the physical plane. 
On the inner plane I would not say it was very 
developed either, I wouldn’t say that. When I 
first saw Darshan Singh on the dias, I recognized 
an old picture of Master published in a pamphlet 


called “Spiritual progress and Meditation’, and > 
we see “Master sitting on a dais watching His 


children. And I just remembered that picture and 
I thought, he looks so much like Master it is just 
incredible. And not only his body but especially 
his eyes, right? So we went there and we sat at the 
foot of the dais and we were very close to him and 
the more we were looking in his eyes the more I 
was realizing, and the others also, that the eyes of 
the Master never change. The eyes of Master 
Kirpal Singh are the same in Darshan Singh. It is 
the same holy consciousness that is there, the same 
expression, the same holy radiation is coming from 
Darshan Singh that was coming from Kirpal Singh. 
So it is hard to say what I experienced, but what I 
have experienced is that my Master is not dead, He 
is just in anew physical body. Ina book called 
Godman Master Kirpal Singh said that if an initiate 
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needs further guidance on the physical plane, and 
if his Master passed away he can receive it from the 
successor who will do the holy work. That means 
I do not think it is a contradiction, neither 
adultery, to sit at the feet of the true successor of 
our Master. It is just the continuation of our 
discipleship. 

There is another thing we have been witnessing 
during the celebration sitting at the feet of Master 
Darshan Singh. When some speaker was talking 
he was sitting there motionless on the dais watching 
the crowds of initiates silently, and he was giving 
his darshan to everybody. It was such a sweet mo- 
ment for everybody to see the Master Power we 
had known through Kirpal Singh was here again 
and He was fully manifested through Darshan 
Singh through his glances, his eyes. We could see 
many young Indians coming to the Master to ask 
for his blessings. They were coming to the dais 
silently folding their hands asking for the blessing 
of the Master. The Master was always giving his 
blessings in such a way that the whole Sangat was 
blessed ; not only the person who was asking for 
the blessing, but everybody. This was really a 
divine experience for us to see that. We hope that 
all the other westerners that were not present dur- 
ing the celebration are going to be able to sit at 
the feet of Master Darshan Singh and be able to 
receive Light and blessings from the present Master. 


This is the emergence of the Master Power again 


through a human pole. That human pole is 
Darshan Singh, the Master’s son. We hope that all 


initiates would stop saying the Master Power is. 


dead because the Master Power never dies. Master 
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Kirpal Singh always told us the Master is not the 
body and that the Master Power never dies and 
that It is transferred from one pole to another pole. 
We think, believe and know that this human pole 
today is Darshan Singh Ji Maharaj. | 


Interview Nine 


M. T.: This is April 4th, and the Bhandara is 
finished. We have two young Americans here and 
I’d like them to introduce themselves and io des- 
cribe what has happened: they have just been to 
the Ashram for the first time. 

Paul Gilbert : This is Paul Gilbert. We flew from 
America. 1’m from the Needham Satsang and mem- 
bers of the Needham Satsang came to India to 
attend the Bhandara and to see with our own eyes 
Sant Darshan Singh Ji Maharaj. After the Bhan- 
dara we wanted to visit Sawan Ashram, the home 
of our Master, the project which our Master spent 
His entire life building. Of course, we had read so 
much before Master passed about what a beautiful 
place Sawan Ashram was and how much good 
work was there. But in recent days we had also 
seen some fairly ugly rumours being circulated in 
the States concerning what was going on at the 
Ashram, so we decided, well, we’re here now so 
we'll see with our own eyes and we will relate 
what we saw. There is another American initiate 
from the Unity of Man Center with me. 


Philipfames : This is Philip James from the 
Virginia Satsang at Bowling Green and Ialso want- 


ed to seeSawan Ashram because it was the home 
of our Beloved Master and also to see for myself. | 
was greatly impressed by the intoxication which 
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still remained at the place though it was tainted 
with a very sad air. Ifound the people by com- 
parison at the Ashram must less imbued with 
Master’s love than those I had met around Darshan 
Singh Ji. I don’t know why this is, but I found 
Lai Ji very tired and keeping much to herself. I 
went to aes the Mianste Ma Alo peor 
day and found it not much of a celebration. There 
were very few people there, mostly sitting around 


in groups talking. There was much less than two’ 


hundred people that I saw. 
P.G. : So what I would like to point out was that 
immediately upon arrival at Sawan Ashram, the 


first thing I looked for was a so-called iron gate 


that had been put up at the main entrance of the 
Ashram. ‘To me this was unbelievable when I first 
read about it because of course Master had open 
arms for everybody. However, we were greeted by 
a large iron gate at the Ashram door. This gate was 


not there before....it has been put up since Master 


passed. We went in. Wesaw Tai Ji. There were 
a few people sitting at her feet, and some discussion 
although we did not know what they were saying. 
An elderly gentleman in white pajamas greeted us 
and showed us Master’s house. We commented on 


" the emptiness of the book shelves, the emptiness of 
we the rooms, the lack of furniture, and he said, “People 
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have said this has been_ stolen. However, we have 


just temporarily locked it up.” The validity of this 
statement I cannot say one way or the other. The 


striking thing though, the thing which most dis- 


appointed me, was the way these people have not 


been able to understand the Path of the Masters, 


and this can be seen from the discussion that. we had. 
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He told_us that there is no need for a Living 
aster. He told us that another Master such as 


Vlas 
Master will not come for several hundred years. He 
told us that the real Guru is the Light, that the 


Radiant Form of the Guru is not a necessary step 
on the Path. He_told us that repeating the five 
chayged Names as given by Master_Kirpal Singh 
was not a necessity, that we could repeat any name 
whithever We 30 dented. He told us further that 
we should become worshippers of our Guru and 
that we should do this by worshipping the very 


ground where He sat. He said the very bricks and 
morter of the buildings are now our Guru, that we 


sh e words of are: 


ourGuru. He told us further to contemplate the 
pictures of the Master, and the Master would speak 
to us through the pictures. We questioned about 
perhaps that this was not exactly Master’s teachings 
as we understood it. He said that many years ago 
when Tai Ji had spoken with Him about how His 
Mission should be carried on that Master’s words 
to Tai Jt were that we should become worshippers 
of the Mansarover at Manav Kendra, ‘and when 
this gentleman questioned Master the Master had 
said, “Do not contradict the Master.” 

P. 7. : Then we wanted to visit Giani_Ji’s, home 
at the Ashram and we asked the man about him 
and he said that we shouldn’t go to see him be- 
cause Giani Ji and Manocha were the cause of all 
the sects and divisions coming up in the Satsang, 

and that they were very bad men. We went to see 
Giani Ji because we had known him before and 
respected him. We were graciously received by him. 
He was busy at work in his home. We conveyed 
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to him what this man had told us and he said very 
calmly, “If we had no need for our Master, we had 
the temples and books of our past Masters so why 
do we need a Living Master?”’ He also told us that 
he had been threatened many times and that many 
people who would not go also with the people in 
control’at the Ashram had been forced to leave either 
temporarily or permanently and that many had been 
molested. He in fact had told us of one man_who> 
the day before had been beaten to near death but 
only the intervention of the police had saved. his 
life, but the people staying at the Ashram were so 
afraid that they wouldn’t give any account of the 


beating. - | 


P. G. : We spoke to Giani Ji at length about his 
position at the Ashram because he is one of the few 
people who have not left the Ashram; he has a home 
there. He sayshe is a hard working man, he_works 
eighteen hours aay. He bought his house—from 
his own funds. He does not intend to back down > 
at the request of these people. I asked him if he 
felt safe there, and he said no, he does not. He told 


us further that Ahuja Sahib had left, Mr. Jain 


had left, and that the wives of these _gentlemen—had- 


been, and he put aly, “‘mistreated”’. 
You see, the most remarkable thing is that the 
people in the West cannot believe these things 
because..-I don’t know why. It’s contrary to our 
intellect to believe that “ges of Master Kirpal 
Singh could be behaving i” such a manner. How- 
ever, we have seen with our own eyes. There is no 
question for doubt. This is something we have put 
our eyes on and I also want to add that no longer 
is the Ashram occupied by initiates of Master 
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Kirpal Singh. Giani Ji said that eople have shown 
up that he has not ever seen .in eee eer 
It is a difficult thing, but Tam convinced now that 
wrong people are in control of the Ashram and 
that if no action is taken soon the place will soon 
deteriorate into what...I’m not quite sure. 

M.T.: I'd just like to Say something that was 
expressed on several occasions during the Bhandara 
and this is that they pleaded with Tai Ji—in 
public during the speeches and you remember. there 
were about 20,000 satsangis there—and they all 
said we don’t want the property, we don’t want the 
titles, we don’s even want the name Ruhani 
Satsang. All we want to try to do is to sit together 
in love. Do you remember this? So therefore this 

,is not a thing of power and property. It is someth- 
ing much deeper. A deep jealousy perhaps. I 
can’t say hatred. I do not know. 

Well, we also have in the room at our hotel 
Bhadra Sena’s son. You will remember Bhadra 
Sene wrote a book called The Beloved Master. Vinod 

_ Sena is a distinguised writer in his own sphere. I 
am going to ask him if he would comment and ask 
these two young men some questions. 

Vinod Sena : What Paul and what Philip have 
said I think, in a sense bears out what, if one could 
detach oneself, one could have seen. as a purpose 
behind all this dissension. In some Satsangs Master 
Sawan Singh and Master Kirpal Singh had said 
that when there is a Gicitual man. people begin 
gathering around him. People come with their 
worldly desires, they don’t leave them behind. -And 
by the time the Mission extends itself it becomes 
necessary to weed them out. And the coming of a 
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new Master becomes an occasion for doing this. We 
might have all been upset about this, but this evil 


was there amongst_us and if for nothing else, this 
split was something necessary for the _cleanjng 


process. The evil can be located, it can be thrown 
out. The new Master can begin things with a clean 
slate, as it were. : 

M.T.: Could I ask you what you think the pos- 
sibilities are now in the West? You’ve probably 
received all those early issues of Sat Sandesh which 
were slanted against Darshan Singh. The—adds 
against Darshan winning over the West appear *o 
be heavy, even though the Master Himself told 
Muni Ji and so many other people in His inner 
circle that Darshan was to be the successor. How 
do you think the people in the West will be able to 


accept him now ? Have you any idea ? 
V.S. : I really do not have any idea. I think one 


thing that people from the West were too hasty 


about was when they learned that Master Darshan 


Singh was to succeed, many of them got the feehng 


that it_wasa_ repetition of what had happenedwat 
Beas, that the family was trying to take over the 
gaddi (the temporal power and possessions of a 
departed Saint). What they did not realize perhaps 
was that it was Beas in reverse. That the family 
instead of taking control was being completely 
excluded, even though in this case the Master 
happened to have—even if you forget other things— 


happened to have great respect for this particular 


son of His. He never gave much prominence at the 
Satsang to the second_son, but Darshan Singh Ji 
whom He called ‘“Darshi’ affectionately, was 
always a beloved member of the Satsang. And for 
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that alone I think he needed some consideration, if 
for oe else. 

M.T. : But then you see, you have had _ the 
naam of being here in, shall we say the “inner 
circle’ and you’ve seen the way the Master behaved 
towards His son. But people like dear Russell 
who have come over here in that period of nine 
years have seen Darshan as a man, although 
Russell has said, “Yes, he was very loving, very 
worthy, but not the Master’. We have tried to 

explain that the er Power was not_manife 
| n_ Singh nine years ago. This is perhaps 
Russell’s difficulty. What do you think about 
that ? | 

V.S.: I did write to, I think Millie Prendergast 
in Boston about this. We often forget one thing, 
that the Master is not made in a day, that 
in 1950 when Master Kirpal Singh started He was 
not the same as the Master we knew around 1965. 
In 1965 He was at the peak. That is the way I see 
it. It is almost as though the spiritual power work- 
ing at the human pole gradually perfects that 
human pole and that human pole becomes 
increasingly transparent, it almost seemed as though 
the Master grew more beautiful, more gracious 
with each passing year. The fens of cede 
love which seemed to come from Him even at the 
worldly level was something which seemed to get 
more intense with each passing year. It got even 
more intense after His illness for example. And if 
someone had met the Master in 1970 and could 
have gone back to what the Master was in 1950 
and used the Master of 1970 as the standard he 
would have said that the Master of 1950 was not 
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the true Master ! 

P.G. : So you were with Master in 1950 ? 

V.S.: Iwasa child. You know my father has 
had a very long association and Master Kirpal 
Singh has been a fact of life since my early child- 
hood. ‘They_were friends before He became 4 
Master. And Darshan Singh Ji too has been chang- 


ing in the past eight months, a very perceptible 
change. In asense I think that Russell was right 
when_he said that there was a certain element, that 
Darshan Singh Ji did not sound free. Before he be- 
came the Master he had literary ambitions, I be- 


lieve : a man of great humility, but he was not com- | 


pletely free. But each time I have met him since 
I’ve had the feeling of a man who seeks nothing f 
himself and even the way _he_speaks, the way _he 
bears himself, there is a perceptible change. The 
Gant leat ear Ha Packs Stee Wis as es one, 
and there I dare say I cannot dare to tread. But 
at the outer level there are certain things one can 
go by and at that level Darshan Singh Ji is really... 
...I mean people do not seem to have looked care- 
fully enough. There is complete humility. There 
is no apparent clutching after anything. A certain 
freedom from personal desires. A certain gracious- 
ness and love, and whenever you meet him it is 
curious...you are filled with loving remembrance of 
the Master. And all these things put together, at 
least even if one does not accept him asa Master, 
ifone feels personally that that imner proof isn’t 
there yet, one mustn’t dismiss him, in all honesty. 
M T.: Can I just say this, that_we don’t even 
ave the right to judge him. All we need do if we 
are disciples is go by what the Master’s wishes are. 
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Now in the West these may have been suppressed. 
After all, Reno Sirrine was here, Russell Perkins 
was here, Arran Stephens was here, Steve Melik was 
here, after the passing of the Master. They were 
told what the Master’s wishes were. Why 
go back to the West_and_ suppress _all that _know- 
ledge ? 

V. S.: Well, I can’t answer that Malcolm, but 
this is not the first time this has happened. In 1948 
when Master Sawan Singh left the physical plane 


it was the same story. Everyone knew that Kirpal 
; Singh was His chosen disciple and yet He had to 

leave Beas. Hehad to start right from scratch. 
But things worked themselves out then, and | dare 


say things will work themselves out now. It’s God’s 
business, not ours. : 


Interview Ten 


M.T. : This is April 6th, and this is Mr. Chadda, 
dear Bimla’s husband and is the editor of the 


Hindi and Urdu Sat Sandesh. The first part of © 


the interview took place in Mr. Bhalla’s house after 
the Sunday Satsang at Tilak Nagar where all the 
westerners who had been in Delhi for the Bhandara 
| had been invited. They were then taken to Mr. 
Jamna_ Das Akhtar’s house—Mr. Akhtar will be 
remembered as the editor of Savera and he has taken 
a prominent place in the controversy. He was the 
first editor to take up the cause of Sant Darshan 
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Mr Chadda : During the Satsang this morning at 
Tilak Nagar one of our sisters recounted a personal 
experience. The Master inside, 
she had been sad and weeping, and she said, ‘“‘O 
Master, I don’t find you, how can I see You? ] am

very sad. Pleases, please give me Your darshan. 


Then instead of Master_Kirpal Singh, Master 
Darshan Singh appeared to her. And she said, ‘“‘No, 
no, I was not asking for you—I want my Master.” 
She kept her eyes low, averted, so she would n 

see. The vision disappeared. Then the voice of 
Master came, “I have come.” She said, “T’]] bring 
something for you to sit on.” And the Master said, 
“You are sitting in Bhajan, Pll find something for 


myself.” And He took a stool and sat down. And 


when she looked up she saw Master Darshan Singh. 
Then the Master said, “You’ll find me in him— 
there’s no difference. I’m in him. So you need not 
be sad, even outside you can have his darshan any 
time you want.” It’s His will and pleasure whether 
He comes to you in the face and form of. this 
Master or that. 

I am reminded of a very significant happening. 
There was an old lady, Mata_Shiya, mother of 
Avtar Singh Oberoi, She was a great devotee of 

aster Kirpal Singh although she was an initiate 
of Baba Sawan Singh. Once she prayed very hard 
forthe Great Master to come to her. And the Great 


Master, when He came, was_very tired and qust 


Singh, and he was very happy to tell us how he 
first felt this was his cause. Mr. Chadda, being in 
a very ebullient mood, carried on with his part of

Here’s another incident ; when Hazur left the 
ortal coil we were very sad and we did not know 
who His ‘successor was. An older group leader 
here, Sardar Gurbaksh Singh, told us that Kirpal 


Singh is the Living Master. Most of us_had been

our loyalty to the new Master. I didn’t feel that 
because once in Hazur’s village at Sikandarpur 
when I was sitting at His feet with other old 
satsangis in complete silence—we would let the 
Master speak as and in whatever way He desired 
to speak. He would sit silently looking at His 
children with love-laden eyes; and He suddenly 
started on something. He told a story about a 
satsangi brother (who had been initiated by Baba 
Jaimal Singh). He said, “This brother was ver 
angry with me and he left oa caatee te a ae 
Satsangs. Then one day he came and said, “Would 
You please allow me to touch Your Feet?” The 
Master said, “How can you touch my feet? I’m 
your brother. You are initiated by Baba Jaimal 
Singh the same way as I was—how dare you touch 
my feet?” He said, “Sir, just answer me one 
question—the feet belong to You?’ The Master 
looked at us and explained, “Which satsangl can 
say ‘the body belongs to me’? The body belongs to 
the Master. So naturally I had to say, ‘No, no, 
this body is not mine. It is Baba Jaimal Singh’s.’ 


“? very confused, and we felt very guilty transferring

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Then the man replied, ‘What right have you got to | 


keep me away? I am touching Baba Jaimal 
Singh’s feet—I have nothing to do with You.’ ”’ 


And the Master said, ““He touched my feet, and at | 


once he exclaimed, ‘Whatever I have lost, I have 


recovered, and much more. And I cannot contain | 


myself with joy, so much wealth of spirituality I 


have got!’ ” 


Also in today’s Satsang, Mr. Jamna Das Akhtar, 
the chief editor of Saverg, during his talk recounted 
an incident that happened three days ago when 
Mr. Nasib Chand, an old resident of Sawan 


- Ashram, was set upon by Chet Singh’s men inside 


the Ashram. He was so badly beaten that he fell 
unconscious. Then he said he saw inside that 
Master Sawan Singh Ji had taken him in His hands 
and lifted him up. Then the police came and 
wanted him to lodge a complaint against the 
wrong-doers. They asked him, “Do you recognize 
them?”? He had been beaten with hockey-sticks 
and with kicks and blows and all that. He said, ‘“‘I 
recognize them, but I will not complain because 
they are all my brothers.” So this thing Mr. 
Jamna Das Akhtar recounted during his talk. ‘The 
gist of his talk was that we should all have faith 
in the Master. Master is the sheet anchor of our 
faith. We need a Living Master to rekindle that 
faith, the dying embers in all of us. 

Master Darshan today also spoke of Nasib Chand 
in His talk. He thanked the Great Master for 
making this Bhandara such a great success; and 
He thanked the Master for the work He had taken 
from His servants; and then He thanked Him again 
for another thing, for a person like Nasib Chand 
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Mr. Jamna Das Akhtar also mentioned another 
incident. At the beginning when Savera had taken 


me as his friend so he pestered me to give him the 
details; Mr. Manocha had said “Oh he is a news- 
paper man—do you want us to be murdered?” We 
were all afraid of his company. But anyway he kept 
on in spite of a letter Saying that he would be 
murdered: He decided to print that letter in his 
paper and he sent a copy to the Prime Minj 

The man had written that he had taken ap hy ony 
against the Master—“You have maligned the 
Master!’ So he wrote publicly, “You point out 
any single item, any single word, any single line 
that I have written against the Master or His 
Mission, then you can come and murder me.”? The 
fellow reflected and said, “I take back my 
decision.”’ But there was another letter Saying the 
same thing : “TI am going to murder you.” But 
during this April Bhandara this man asked to see 
him and touched his feet and said, “IT am the man 
who had threatened to kill] you. I was quite pre- 
pared for the consequences. It was because the 
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Great Mas Ba 1 Singh Ji had told me

Ask his forgiveness.” So I have come straightaway L¥ 
to you and if you give me an opportunity I will | 
declare this on the stage.”’ 

I would like now to introduce you to Mr. Jamna 
Das Akhtar. Actually we are sitting with our 
friends from the West in this room which is a 
research scholar’s room, his library. He has been a 
redoutable fighter for truth at much risk to life, 
limb, and property. He is an initiate of Baba 
Sawan Singh Ji. He has had a chequered career as 
a journalist, as an administrator, as a scholar, as a 
trade union leader. He has a many-splendored, 
many-sided talent, and all these talents he has 
put to effective use in espousing public causes. I 
would now like Mr. Akhtar to explain in his own ; 
words how and when he met Master Darshan Singh ~~ 
and the vision he had after which he has been giv- 
ing himself up, heart and soul, to the service of the 


aster. 
rs Akhtar: Actually I was never interested in 
religious controversies. Basically I’m a trade 
unionist and journalist—however, one day after 
getting some threatening letters I wanted to sort 
out whether anything my paper had printed was 
against the Great Master. The only thing I had 
printed was that the Managing Committee at Sa- 
wan Ashram had accepted Sant Darshan Singh ag 
the spiritual successor of the Great Master. But 
because armed men from Chandigarh were brought 
into the Ashram, the resolution concerning the 
succession was scrapped. How this had happened, 
what was the background, actually I didn’t know 
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at that time. I wanted to meet Tai Ji and the 
people who supported Tai Ji, and some of ‘them 
actually came to my residence. It was explained 
to me that although the Managing Committee had 
passed a resolution about accepting Sardar Darshan 
Singh as successor to the Great Master, some per- 
sons from Punjab were opposed to it and that is 
why they scrapped the resoultion. I told them, “If 
you believe that Master had made a Will and the 
Will was with Tai Ji, then what is the need of 
changing your decision ?” They said, “There was 


a Will, but there are many persons from Punjab. 


who do not like this decision.”” I inquired from the 
Master’s lawyer and other friends from Sawan 
Ashram and they told me that the Will was written 
but the resolution was scrapped on the instigation 
and pressure made by Tai Ji. After that I wanted 
to_sec—sardar Darshan _Singa_whom 7 ag_never 
seen before. I went to his office. I talked to him 
for not‘more than two or three minutes because he 
was in a hurry to attend some official conference. 
- You know, I am suffering from low blood pressure, 
that is why I don’t travel without some conveyance. 
I went to look for a taxi, and then I saw a vision. 
The Great Master Sawan Singh and Sant Kirpal 
Singh walking together—suddenly Sardar Darshan 
Singh appeared and the two Masters placed their 
hands on his shoulders and they started walking. 
\ { They blessed him—They were saying that now he 
~~ Lis the Great Master. I was seeing this vision and I 
was so much overjoyed that I didn’t want to take 
any taxisoas not to lose sight of that vision. [ 
walked the whole length of that road, reached my 


résidence, and I was filléd with joy to Bee the three 
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Mas room. At about ten p.m. I 
rang up my friend Mr. Chadda, and told him what 
I was seeing. I told him that I don’t want to lose 
this sight, this scene, and I don’t even want to 
leave my room. I remained. there up till the morn- 
ing because the three Gurus were there. What | 
have seen with my own eyes I cannot disown. And 
if someone says that Sardar Darshan Singh is not 
the spiritual successor of the Master, how can I 
believe it ? I have seen with my own eyes the two 
Masters blessing him and saying that, ‘He is the

was the incident which prompted me, or rather 
encouraged me, to carry on the struggle in my

Due to his great love for 
Raja Ram and with a vie saving his home life 
from going to pieces the Master showed his wife 


much indulgence which occasioned raised eyebrows 


at that time. Tai Ji enjoyed much power and in- 


fluence as the wife of a rich man but_the turmojl 
in ber heart was _never_stilled, despite her close 


association with two great Masters. And with the 


passage of time her suppressed desires got distorted | 


into an inordinate lust for money and power.} 


Her fits mper, her frequent, often purposeless}) 
lying, her paroxysms of rage, her intemper u-| 


age, were all outward manifestations of the great 


tragedy of her life. 

With this background in view one would think 
twice before pointing an accusing finger at Tai Ji 
for her sins of omission and commission: She was 
a normal person, with normal desires for a happy 
family. life, security, love and all that. And this 
should make us search our own hearts. How many 
of us left our worldly desires behind to acquire the 
benefits of spirituality at the feet of the Master? 
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I saw Tai Ji first, at Beas, with Master Kirpal 
Singh sometime in 1940. Pushpa was by her side, 
bearing scars of an unhappy married life She was 
See y separated from her husband. Next I saw her 
in Delhi making toys and Pushpa was working in 
the telephone department to make both ends meet. 
Master Kipal Singh came to Delhi soon after that. 


Yai fi and Pushpa were both left under His care 
by his great friend Raja Ram and the Great Master 


Sawan Singh Ji. Pushpa was married to my dear

To cut it short I will skip the story of those 
hectic yet glorious early days, before and immedi- 
ately after the founding of Sawan Ashram.

He 
used to help indigent persons, His own workers 
who were not so well of, by monthly stipends, 
honorariums etc. Tai Ji, who was once arich lady 
required something more substantial for her secu- 
rity. And she was _allo to buy a piece of

quarters to let outon rent, This land was later 


on sold back to the Satsang for an exorbitant price 
of 61,000. Rs. and _ still she continued collecting 
rents. But she was not satisfied and continued with 
her business manipulations, taking monies from 
satsangis on interest, most of them never paid back, 
and acquiring various other business interests like 


shops, factories etc. ‘The Master frequently reman> 


strated with her—at times sharply—but_she wen 
oi her ways, resulting in her hecoming_a_very> rich 


woman. The advent of Murarilal (maker of false 
gold), Chopra (the political manipulator), and 
others was a natural outcome. 

The Master’s way was to pull up the wrongdoer, 
once, twice, many times, and if he did not mend his 
ways, to give him a long rope till the slow poison 
of his misdeeds became a festering sore for all to see. 
I saw all this. and to save my peace of mind I ha 
to rationalise things. Here_wit and humour came 
to.myaid. For instance, I hit ona formula that 
Master was God incarnate and Tai Ji was Maha- 
maya (goddess of illusion). Master would readily 
pick up His own, people who with all their faults 
were utterly loyal to Him. Similarly, Tai Ji would 
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unfailingly spot out her own, the worshippers of 
mammon. So anyone whom the Master patted on 
the back was His servant and those on whom Tai- 
Ji showered affection were her men. Once Tai Ji 
in a playful mood patted me on the back—I could 
could not sleep the whole night. Early next morn- 
ing when she showered absuses on me I reverently 
touched her feet, “Tai Ji ! you have saved me. Now 
I can claim to be the Master’s man.” 

Once R. K, Jain complained to me that Tai Ji 
Fa ee att with him and that she “always 
lied. I consoled him with a different piece 
of rationalisation. “Look Jain, the loyal, virtuous 
son is liked by all. You are that and the Master 
loves you and you know it. What of the erring son ? 
His only shelter is the mother. She will snub the 


good son to protect the bad one. So Tai Ji is merely — 


playing her natural role of a mother.” 
Now w Master show indulgence to 


people like this ? ‘Master’s wa different 
thostbebitker—wrtd . Suppose a murderer comes to 


the Master—what will He do? He will not hand 


him over to the Police. He will give him a handker- 
chief to wipe his blood-stained sword, and will say, 
“Please calm yourself. Sit down. I will protect 
you.” So the first thing He will do to any sinner, 
whether he is a thief or a murderer or a rogue or a 
scoundrel is to offer him a sanctuary. And then He 
will try to improve him, try to reform him. So 
without giving protection, how can He reform 
him? He will give him chance after chance—this 
is the way of the Master. 
Someone once asked me, “What is the greatness 
of your Master ?” I told him, suppose four people 
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come to see my Master. One of them is a man who 

has developed that amount of receptivity whereby 

he is able to take in His Grace : he just has a look 

at the Master, he receives something which all the 

other three do not know—what has passed beween 

the two, what give and take has taken place. And 

the man then goes his way, intoxicated. The 

second man comes with some home problem, some 

domestic difficulty, some business problem ; the. 
Master gives him appropriate advice on the same 
level because He has worldly wisdum also ; He is a 
good observer of life. And then the: third man 
comes about his Bhajan difficulties, his difficulties 
in meditation. Then the fourth person has just 
seen that the Master has 500 rupees in His pocket 
and as he is a pick-pocket by profession, he wants 
those 500 rupees. What does the Master do ? He 
will say to all those around Him, ‘‘Please leave us.” 
He willclear the veranda. But when the fourth 
man starts to go the Master will say, “No, no, you 
be seated.” So the veranda is empty, no one is 
watching : the thief is able to take those 500 rupees 
and then he leaves. Now the Master has seen inside 
that he has his wish fulfilled, and he’s happy. He 
waits until the man has caught the bus, then Master 
says, ‘““‘Where is everybody ?”’ Then everyone comes 
rushing. Master then says, “I had some money, I 
think I had some money here, 500 rupees here in 
this pocket.” They all search for half an hour. 
That was the Master’s way to fulfill every wish.

zines, in His playful moods even as a court jester, 


providing free outlet to all the small things that I 
had learnt to earn my living. He used to tickle me 
on the throat, on the belly, and He pulled my ears 
so often and so hard that I put it down solely to the 
Master’s Grace and His special miracle that I still 
have my ears in place and in working order—my 
most cherished memory which, in the words of 
brother Vinod Sena, I carry like a medallion. 

One final attempt at witticism which I made 
in 1970 to put, in a few telling words, the whole 
story I have taken so long recounting.

Singh to be the Master.) He said, ““Well, I have been 
taught by your father’’—my father orrect 
his poetry when_he was a student—‘“‘and you lear- 
ned at my Father’s Feet. es Sir, but don’t for- 
get your Father was God—while my father was a 
man. So you cannot play that trick on me. I am 
your servant, the same way that I was the servant 
of your Father—and your Father’s Father. Give 
me your blessing—don’t wriggle out of the natural 
position between us, of Saint and sinner.”’ 

I would now like to say one thing particularly 
to my brothers in the West ; I wish more of you had 


been here to see the Bhandara—seeing is believing. — 


And no amount of talk can replace it. People on 
the spot have seen the amount of devotion and the 
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number of people who were there—this is just the 
beginning, because Master Darshan Singh _ has 
traversed the same road that his Father_traversed, 
he_had to pass through the same ordeals as his 
Father before him. His Father relinquished every- 
thing and shifted away from the scene at Beas— 
Darshan Singh had to do the same. He was_revil- 
‘ed, He was disowned, abused, attempts made 
f( murder Him. Every_one of these things had 

appened to the new Master. I ask you to go back 
six months when the Sangat was fighting single- 
handed and there was no Master on the scene, be- 
cause Darshan Singh ha told_that_ine 
Master had instructed him to keep _awayfor_the 
time_being from all controversies. Kver thin t 
had happened to his Father has happened _to_bun 
It was very tough going; those were dangerous 


days. There was no Master on the scene, it was 


Master in absentia—and still we fought, all of us, 
without any guiding hand. The Master had chosen 
His own instruments in His own way, and Darshan 
Singh never knew what this or that man_ was doing. 

ere was constant pressure. There were compla- 
ints in his office from the opposition who had 
Ministerial influence—they tried to get him tranfer- 
red to another place. But by the side of Darshan 
were two Masters, you see, and such a great Power 
that it passes my understanding. Darshan Singh 
was just sitting in the seclusion of his household, 
and the fight was going on. And the Sangat was 
crying for the Master. Peo le were_having v1s10ns, ; 
the Power inside, they saw Darsifan 
Singh inside, they wanted to touch his fept, wanted 
to have his darshan, they started going to his house. 
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What with the strenuous duties at his office, and 
what with the negotiations going on perpetually 
with the Ashram party, they were trying to commit 
him to back out. I said to Master Darshan, ‘‘What 
is ailing you, why don’t you come forward ?’? And 
he replied, “I would not willingly have undertaken 
this burden but I have never disobeyed my Father— 
my Father Whom I called the Universal Father, 


and my Master, because He was two in one. He was 


Sawan Singh Ji Maharaj to me as well as Him- 
self. I never disobeyed Him, and then He told 
me—about the Will I never knew—‘You will have 
to carry on the burden.’ Had He not told me that I 
must take it, who would undertake this burden ? I 
have seen my Father undertaking this burden, and 
I have seen the condition in which He was all the 
time. So willingly I would never have undertaken 
it—but since it was His order, my_tragedy_is that 
I cannot back out. JI would have been the happiest 
man as a disciple—who wants Mastership anyway ? 
But He had verbally instructed me long before He 
made the Will. I am just following His instruction.” 


Interview Eleven 


M.T. : This is Mr. A. R. Manocha’s contribu- 
tion. Mr. Manocha has been the General Secretary 
of the Ruhani Satsang Managing Committee for 
many years. There was no time to record the inter- 
view but he was able to write this short piece which 
was dated April 8th. | 

Mr. A.R. Manocha : 1 feel duty bound to say a few 
words about the present circumstances of the Ashram 
and Satsang. It is beyond any doubt, as dear Reno 
Sirrine has admitted in one of his letters to Sant Dar- 
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shan Singh Ji, dated Oct. 13th, 1974, that he has no 
doubt that there was a Will and that there is a Will.

foved Master in His car when Dr. Chopra request-

Certainly 
the final decision taken was from the Higher Level. 
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So this function celebrating the Bhandara of 
Param Satguru Hazur Baba Sawan Singh Ji Maha- 
raj, on April Ist, 2nd, and 3rd, 1975 must have con- 
vinced all those Indian and foreign brothers and 
sisters as to how much radiation was there—love, 
happiness, intoxication, bliss and joy which are the 
signs and experience emanating from a Saint.

His body seem- 
ed to turn into a transparent shell with only, an 
was looking very hard to see the Form of my 
Master manifest to me. I briefly saw_Sawan Singh 
and Kirpal Singh—I felt_at_times intense u lift- 
ment, but my mind was_not_stilled. I did not 
experience any feelings of love that I had experie- 
nced with my Master Kirpal in the past, rather I 
would say, I have profound respect for the tremend- 
ous humility that I became aware of in this beauti- 
ful being. 

We were invited back in the evening by Darshan 
Singh and I was determined to be more relaxed 
and receptive, more open to the Master Power.

quite_small. The evidence over here is so_over- 
whelming that they havé-eired terribly. You again 
would not believe it unless you were here—God 
bless them both. Misery loves company. Feeling 
this bad_may_be ite _a_ blessing —for lve never 
experienced situations like this except at the Feet of 
the Master. a 
Master takes care of us so well there is nothing 
He leaves undone for our comfort and wellbeing. 
The Bhandara is a tremendous success in quantity

I feel that many people in the West are 
going to be in for a shock. Everyone has had a 
wonderful time and all seem to be intoxicated with 
the radiation and love of the Living Master ; I am 
still an exception.

On April 4th I returned from the evening 
darshan which for me was the best yet ; Master’s 
radiation was overpowering. When we arrived the 
charging was so strong that I automatically clos 
eyes and meditated. Darshan sat_on the _figor 
next to me and we all sat for about fortysfive 
minutes—very, very strong. fis humility is 
unfathomable, itis so pure. For the first time I 
am beginning to see that I am with the Master 
physically : I must surrender to His Will. How 
difficult that is. 
On April 5th I went to Sawan Ashram but I did 
not stay long, it was very depressing, not for 
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myself—I was in a good mood. But I met with Tai 
Ji who _ was very depressed, and Mool Raj who was 
also depressed. Chopra_seemed depressed, and I 
saw no joy, only worried and depresse people, a 
very sad place. Sawan Ashram reminded me ofa

On April 8th after two terrible days | tried to 
change my flight and ended up losing my original 
reservation ; somehow or other I felt that Master’s 
hand was in it. I will not be able to leave till 
next Tuesday. I did not in my heart want to leave 
defeated in my search for truth. I found someone 
going to Dehra Dun and have arranged to go with 


her. I went to Darshan this evening ; it was very | 


crowded with many Indians, people moving in and 
out so I could not concentrate. I felt that my time 
was running short, and Darshan Singh was not 
there very much ; he was _ very busy. I got a little 
irritated because things were so scattered. All ofa 
sudden most of them left, leaving just a few people, 
mostly westerners. Micheal and Sheila Grayson 
were leaving that night. The radiation and love 
became stronger and stronger as Darshan spoke, 
very softly and sweetly ; he spoke of Master Kirpal 
Singh, and you just had to realize his perfect love 
for his Father. How pitiful is our love compared 
to his. As he spoke the room became alive and I 
concentrated, looking into his eyes and doing 
Simran for I did _not_w Russell _and Reno to 
think that the negative power had got me, His face 
turned into Kirpal manytimes ; I saw this with 


my own eyes. He was so intoxicated with love | 
just can’t tell you. I was going to ask him if I 
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should go to Manav Kendra but before I had a 
chance, he _read_my mind and told me what l 
wanted to know : he said to go up and meditate as 
much as I could. | 

This has been a particularly difficult journey 
for me: to go to the Master and demand that I 
must see this and I must have that is not the foun- 
dation for spiritual revelation. It has been my very 
attitude that has blocked my path ; we must 
surrender to the Master and accept what He 
gives—I have not lived up to this. This_is why, I

Interview Thirteen 


M.T.: Today is April 16th, and we have here 
in Rajpur, Kirpal Singh, who was known in the 
Ashram as “Captain” Singh. ‘This title was given 
to him by Sant Kirpal Singh, our Master, and he 
was known affectionately by everybody as 
“Captain”. Pm going to ask him because of his 
close association with the Master and the Master’s 
staff to comment on the situation and to help our 
brotherseand sisters in the West to understand a 
little better how this split in the Sangat. took 
place. | 
Captain Singh : I have been asked to comment on 
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my experience and about the controversy going on 
in our Ashram affairs. Briefly I might say that at 
this stage the controversy is about, on one hand, 
how to carry on the Master’s Mission in the true 
spirit, and on the other side, how to grab all the 
material things, the possessions and prestige. One 
party is carrying on the Master’s Mission, trying 
their level best to put everything into practice as 
Master has been doing in His life-time and acting 
according to His commandments and teachings. 
But on the other side, those who are indulging in 
possessions, prestige and material things, are 
stepping forward every day, every time to have a 
stronger hold on all the possessions. Every day the 
gulf of differences is growing wider in spite of all 
the facts and the attempts and efforts of the major- 
ity of satsangis to get these parties together in the 
true spirit of love so that we can carry forth the 
Master’s Mission for the upliftment of mankind. 
Whatever efforts have been made until now are not

Pandey who is the head of the Manav Bharati 
College here, and I’m going to ask him to comment

Dr. Pandey ::1 knew Shri Sant Kirpal Singh Ji 
Mahargj for a very long time. We have been work- 
ing together in the World Fellowship of Religions 
_ where He was the President—Baron_von_ Blomberg 
was the Vice-President and I was the General 
Secretary. I had very great regard for Sant Ji and 
I can say with full confidence that I have yet to 
find a more perfect man. It is indeed a matter of 
ereat regret that after His death the situation in 
His Ashram were He lived, where He preached, 
where He initiated thousands and thousands of 
- people who came to seek Truth and divinity in 
man has become so much a place of quarrels and 
disunity. After His deathI had the privilege of 
seeing His physical body and paying my sincerest 
respect to Him, and even at that time I felt there 
was SO ing whi s novv esirable happen- 
ing J hram. After I left I learned from the 
newspapers that Shri Darshan Singh Ji was accepted 
by the Managing Committee of Ruhani Satsang and 
Manav Kendra as His spiritual successor. It was 
very happy news for me because I knew that 
Master always wanted to have Darshan Singh Ji as 
His spiritual successor. It so happened that Sant 
Ji told me this during the Conference for the Unity 


of Man. After that I met my friend Dr. M.M.: 


Chopra and told him what Shri Sant Ji ‘had told 


me. NowI can tell before God, Dr. Chopra not

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S ingh is the only person who n con 
sider a spiritually high person and_the would-be 
successor of Sant Ji Maharaj. When I learned that 
Shri Darshan Singh Ji was removed from this 
position, I was very unhappy, but of course I kept 
quiet because I could not do anything. But I wrote 
a letter to Mr. Sirrine because I learned from some- 
one that he was also siding with those persons who 
were against accepting Darshan Singh Ji as the 


successor. This letter was written on November 


20th, 1974. It runs like this:

“My dear Mr. Sirrine, 


I need not mention that the passing away of Sant 
Shri Kirpal Singh Ji Maharaj to His Eternal Home 
into bliss and perpetual joy has not only left all 
who have been devoted to His personality and 
dedicatingly attached to His Mission of Unity of 
Man poorer and deprived of His love and guidance 
that were easily available to: us, but it has also 
created avoid in the cause of human unity.

My friend, the news that I am getting from 
the Ruhani Satsang and other sources have made 
me very upset and worried. Sometime back I 
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received a circular from Ruhani Satsang Agra 
stating that some persons have nullified the decision 
of accepting Shri Darshan Singh Duggal as His 
spiritual successor and have denied the Will of the 
Great Master that He had drawn in favour of His 
spiritual son and heir. You must have received a 
copy of the resolution which was passed unanim- 
ously with overwhelming majority on 26th and 27th 
August, 1974. | | 

As far as His Will is concerned, I knew that Shri 
Sant Ji Maharaj had definitely made such a Will. 
A few days before the commencement of the World 
Conference on Unity of Man in February 1974, I 
had the privilege of accompanying Him in the car 
to the Camp Ground where Indian Delegates to 
the Conference were to be lodged. Being alone with 
Him in the car, I incidentally mentioned to_Hi 


that it was a rare chance that_a great_Master_and 
such a highly spiritual man has an equally great 
would be better if Shrj ingh [ij e 
His successor.

M. T. : Dr. Pandey, did Mr. Sirrine reply to 
that letter ? 

Dr. P. : No, he didn’t. | 

M.T. : Well, I wonder if you could now tell us a 
little bit about Tai Ji? You must have known her 
for many years. 

Dr. P. : You see, when I learned about this trou- 
ble in the Ashram I wrote a letter to Tai Ji request- 
ing her to act as the mother of the Ashram as she 
was the most respected lady, and-yery much loved 
and trusted by Sant Ji, and therefore it would be 
fitting for her to see that Sant Ji’s wishes are carried 
out properly, and as she knew that Maharaj Ji wish- 
ed to have Shri Darshan Singh as His successor she 
should respect him as the spiritual successor. This 
letter was written in Hindi, and if necessary I can

As you asked me about my impression of Tai Ji,

Dr. Pandey: About two years ago Shri Sant Ji 
Maharaj was very very ill. I was not informed, 
but when I learned that He had come to Manav 
Kendra, I went there. I went to Sant Ji’s house and 
saw Tai Ji standing there, and I said to her, “Tai Ji, 
I am very, very angry with you. Why didn’t you in- 
form me about Shri Sant Ji’s illness?’ She said, 
‘““No, we were losing everything. We were so un- 
happy and so upset. I had no time and no courage 
to inform you.” Then Sant Ji intervened and said, 
“Took here, he is as dear to me as you people are. 
He should have been informed about my illness. I 
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always wanted to see him.”’ 

I want to close this interview with this positive 
confession keeping God before me that whatever I 
have said is 100 percent correct and everyone who 
is near Maharaj Ji, including Tai Ji, Giani Ji, and 
others know that Maharaj Ji had made a Will and 
He had not once, but several times expressed His 
desire that Shri Darshan Singh should be His spiri- 
tual successor. As I told you before,—after I think 
half an hour—on the very day of that important 
conversation with Shri Sant Ji, I met Dr. Chopra 
and I told him that Maharaj Ji had told me that 
He had made a Will in favour of Shri Darshan Singh 
Ji as His spiritual successor. I can say with full 
confidence and dignity in man that Dr. Chopra told 
me, “It is but natural, you see; there is no one more 
competent to be His successor than Shri Darshan 
Singh Ji who is equally spiritual.”

M. T.: Dr. Pandey you obviously have known 
the new Master, Sant Darshan Singh Ji for many 
years. Could you describe him to our Western 
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brothers and sisters? 

Dr. P. : You know, I always regarded and loved 
Shri Darshan Singh Ji as my brother. Whenever 
I heard his poetry, I felt a man who had no spiritual 
depth could not write or say such things. I have 
heard Shri i and when I 
heard Shri Darshan Singh recite his poetry I found 
very close similarity between them. Shri Darshan 
Singh has, I think, inherited_all the best qualities 
that Shri Sant Ji Maharaj had. First, Shri Sant Ji 
was very very kind and very humble. He would 
even receive avery ordinary man with an open

As I told you 
I have had several talks with him about _spix- 
tuality, religion, human dignity and so forth, and I 
from _his -—So with confidence I _suggested_to 
Shri Sant fi oint him as His spirj- 
tual successor and He had already, before my 


request, appointed Shri Darshan Singh as His 
spiritual successor. 


When I was working as the General Secretary @ 
the World Conference on Unity of Man, the Prime 
Minister, Mrs. Gandhi, was coming and there was 
some controversy asto who was going to garland 
the Prime Minister. Then I went to Shri_Darshan 
Singh Jj and told him, “Brother, you are going to 
offer the garland to the Prime Minisier.”” He said 
with his usual humility, “No, no please, you do 
that.” But I insisted, and Sant Ji also told him, 
“Yes, you go forward.” Then he garlanded the 
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Prime Minister. Mrs. Gandhi was one of my 


students in 1933 at a private school where J was ~a 
teacher. Even until this day she has that respect . 


for me. Once I went to her house and she stood 
up, and others were there. Then I told them, “Look 
here, when I was her teacher, I used to sit ona chair 
and she used to siton the floor. So I think that 
respect for a teacher is always there. A. teacher 
cannot expect anything more than only this res- 
pect.” That respect is there. Of course I am very 
happy she is the Prime Minister of India and doing 
very very well to rid the country from trouble and 
difficulties. 

As I told youl have been privileged to be near 
Sant Ji for a considerably long time. I know almost 
all individuals who came to Him, of course worth 
mentioning. I can tell you with full confidence that 
I have not found anyone more spiritually awakened 


than Darshan Singh to be His spiritual successor. I 


‘don’t know why people are making such a fuss 


about this. Itis but natural that anyone who has 
love and respect for Sant Ji would not deny or go 
against His wishes, but would accept willingly and 
with reverence His Will and accept Darshan Singh 
Ji as His spiritual successor. : 

I would also like to give you briefly my impres- 
sion of Shri Sant Kirpal Singh Ji Maharaj. Some 
foreign friends, including Baron von Blomberg once 
asked me what I felt about the spiritual height of 
Shri Sant Ji Maharaj.

JI shall be very happy to 
meet anyone who is a seeker or is a devotee of Shri 
Sant Ji Maharaj and I will tell him what I have felt 
and what I think of His will and of His successor. 


Interview Fifteen 


_M.T.: Mr. Malik Radha Krishna Khanna, a law- 
yer of great repute and the Co-author of A Saint and 
fs Master, was Master Kirpal Singh Ji’s friend and 
legal advisor for many years. The Master entrusted 
him with the drawing up of His Will. The follow- 
ing interview took place at his home in Delhi on 
6th May. Mr. Vinod Sena and Mr. Manohar 
Singh Duggal were also present. 

Mr. Malik Radha Krishna Khanna: Mr. and Mrs. 
Malcolm Tillis have come to me and have questi- 
oned me about certain matters regarding Maharaj 
Kirpal Singh Ji. I was initiated by Baba Sawan 
Singh Ji in 1937. Thereafter I met Him very often 
and stayed with Him at Dalhousie and Beas for 
months and had His company. And Maharaj 
Kirpal Singh, whenever he came to Dera Beas—he 
neyer came to Dalhousie so far as I can recall—J 
associated with him also and he became very 
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friendly because we had the same Master and the 
same ideas. | | 

Now regarding Maharaj Kirpal Singh still being 
regarded as the President of the Science of the Soul | 
Society—this is not in accordance with the tradi- 
tions and teachings of Sant Mat which has prevailed 
in India. Though the Master remains the Master 
whether He is alive or dead, and He never dies as 
a matter of fact, He is always alive, but we being 
in this physical realm, we require a living Master 
also, though He will not be our Master, but He 
‘will help us on. the spiritual Path. Our Master used 
to say that the help is like this: before we are 
initiated the battery ofour soul is disconnected 
from God ; what the Master does is to connect it, 
because His own individual soul’s battery is conne- 
cted with God—He connects our battery also with 
God. And then it all depends on us, how we work 
that battery. If we want that contact with God, we 
can have it. If we do not wish to have the connect- 
ing link, it will not operate. But then this battery 
1S prone to be discharged or at any rate to run 
down on account of our worldly preoccupations 
which contain lots of dust and dirt and everything. 
We have to feed our families, we have to live in 
cities in certain countries, we have to do certain 
other things, and then we are apt to forget the 
Godward Path. Now, what the Living Master does 
is to' recharge the battery, the battery which has run 
down on account of worldly preoccupations and is 
recharged by Him; aid that recharging is necess- 
ary. There are exceptions—certain people—but 


there are very few who do not require recharging. 
But most of us who are in the world and doing 
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worldly things do require it ; there comes the 
necessity of a Living Master. 

Now Mr. Sirrine said that our President is still 
Maharaj Kirpal Singh. Well, we appreciate his 
devotion, but this is just a device to keep away Sant 
Darshan Singh by saying that we are still devoted 
to our Master, Heis still our President, no Presi- 
dent is required ; this is just a device to keep away 
Sant Darshan Singh, otherwise it has no meaning 
in Sant Mat. Maharaj Kirpal Singh is not 
President because He is no longer in this world. 
The President of this Society has to be someone 
who is still living, who has his physical body, who 
can work as President, who can preside over 
meetings and do all sorts of things. Maharaj 
Kirpal Singh remains the Master, but a Living 
Master is required, as I’ve said, to recharge the 
battery. If the battery is not recharged, then it 
might fail altogether or may run down so much 
that we require again a connection of the battery 
in some future life. We can’t escape into eternity 
from this bondage of time and Space ; spiritual 
progress is a very long process, therefore a Living 


Master is necessary. 


Now Maharaj Kirpal Singh Himself nominated 
Hiss son as His spiritual successor, and He did it 
through me. In all the books Maharaj Kirpal Singh 
has written, I’ve been through all of them because 

e wanted_me to see not only the style—I also 
took my M.A. in English from Government College 
and stood first—but He also wanted to see that 
ther legal flaw_in_ those books as I am a 
lawyer. So I went through them. He used to send 
the manuscripts to me. Now you see, He was a

The 
General Secretary for the last eight or nine years 
has been A. R. M and he has continued, he 
was never removed in the lifetime of Maharaj Ji 


and he was working a great deal. The personal 


secretary of Maharaj Ji was Bhagwan Singh, who 
was in His confidence. So he was never validly 
elected as General Secretary. He appropriated that 
office to himself and began signing himself and 
still persists in signing himself as General Secret- 
ary. Thereafter they have attempted to have the 
members of the Managing Committe who are said 
to have chosen him as General Secretary registered 
in the Office. It has not been done so far. The

M.T.: Well, perhaps I can tell you something 
now. It is very rare for some chela to be able to 
tell a man of your age and knowledge something, 
but @r. Sirrine actually told me about four days 


after the passing of the Great Master that. Dr. 


Chopra had never been initiated by our Master. 
He told me that most emphatically, but of course 
it was before he signed that infamous document of 
September 3rd. 

M.R.K.K. : This is what he says—if they say, “*M. 
M. Chopra, you are not an initiate of Maharaj 
Kirpal Singh” he says, “I am an initiate of Baba 
Sawan Singh.” And if we initiates of Baba Sawan 
Singh say, “We never saw you at Beas.” He says, 
“I was initiated secretly.” This is exactly what he 
says. This is all about Chopra. 

Mr. Vinod Sena: Many people have spoken of 
a seeming contr between the Master’s 
teachings about this business of spiritual Power 
passing from one Master to the next, and His 
making a Will. Do you think there is such a 
contradiction? 

M.R.h.K.: I think there is no contradiction be- 
tween the passing of the Master’s Power to another 
Master and His making a Will. It_was done pro- 
bably because He felt that there some forcés 
in Rawan Ashram around Him who would questi 
the successorship after His departure so He wanted 
to“reduce it into writing. Secondly He did so on 
my advice asa lawyer. This suggestion came from 
me, that it should be reduced to writing. So taking 
these examples and also the legal aspects of the 
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case and the possibility of the successorship being 
questioned and impeded by certain forces there, 
and also acting on my advice, He got this Will 
executed. There is no contradiction. 

I would like to emphasize another fact, that in 
order to continue the arrangements of the institu- 
tions that have sprung up under the Master, 
arrangements can be made through a Will that 
such-and-such man will be my spiritual successor 
and look after these things—correspondence, give 
Satsangs, give discourses, look after the people who 
come there, see they are properly fed and properly 
lodged, and also about the property. So far as the 
Power of making new initiates and taking them up 
Godward is concerned—that cannot be transferred 


by making That can come later by certain 
other preparations. The man whois to be the Master 


_js to be prepared in certain ways : he should have 


better health than before, he should have a better 


voice for discourses, his body should be such that if 
he takes vicarious sufferings—the sufferings of those 


people whom he initiates—he should be able to put - 


up with it, and he should also have some radiance 
in the eyes and other things. All these things 
develop slowly, but they do develop. If the Master 
has nominated somebody, He sees to it that it is 
done, but it may take more time. Now this hap- 


pened in the case of Maharaj Kirpal Singh Himself. 


After Maharaj Sawan Singh had departed, Maharaj 
Kirpal Singh did not assume the role of initiation 
straightaway. He went away to Rishikesh, devoted 


Himself to meditation for several months, had inner 


contact with the Master, then He came back. Even

Interview Sixteen 


This interview was started in Rajpur on April 
92nd and finished at the end of May. We hada 
visit from David Helion whom we last saw in 
Delhi on April 3rd, the last day of the big Bhandara 
when he gave his interview, (Number Eight). I 


was able to ask him what had happened to him 


since we last say him. | 

David Hellion: I hate to say it, but I have to say it— 
I have no enemies and I want no enemies—but | 
feel I must say this because I feel very obliged to 
speak out on a number of things. Many facts have 
been hidden from us brothers and sisters in the West. 
We have always considered group leaders and 
representatives as very important, and sometimes 
as important as the Master Himself because they 
were doing His holy work. But spirituality is a 
personal experience of the soul and Master always 
said that we go to God all alone without body, 
without mind, without friend, without wife, with- 
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out children, and without group leaders too. Mary 
of us have become too much attached to the physi- 
cal body of the Master, and Master told us many 
times that the Master was not the body. And many 
of us have been too attached to the opinions and 
advice of our respective group leaders. Master has 
said, Bs spirituality is concerned, all are 
under me’, meaning that group leaders are 
here only to as some kind of administrative work, 

and organize meetings, etc., but they are never 
to do spiritual work—this only the Master 
can do. So in spirituality we are all under the 
Master and if we follow His commandment we will 


progress on the way. If_we read His-beeks-we will 
see that many people m_high positions are not_aci= 
ing in accorda with His Teachings. For most 
of us when Master Kirpal Singh left this plane it 
was very sad because most of the students in spiri- 
tuality do not reach the Goal in a short time. Our 
Master who initiated us took care of us from three 


different levels ; the physical, the astral, and the 
spiritual. And now He has gone from the physical, 


but He is still there in the Higher Planes waiting for 


us. And those who have not reached these Planes 
cannot realize what are the instructions of Master. 
This is why paneer ey is and must be a personal 
experience. 

I have here a copy of - Cadman which was written 
by Beloved Master. On page 35 of the 1971 edition 
it says, “Each Saint has his mission in life and comes 
with a definite instrument of instruction. As soon 
as he completes his job, he retires from this world 
(physical plane) and goes back into the Spiritual 
Ocean from which he sprang, leaving the work of 
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further re-orientation to his successor. Again, in 


‘accordance with the Law of Nature, even if the 


predecessor has had to do something for his follo- 
wers, he does it through his Living successor to 
whom he entrusted the work on retirement ; and 
only the latter, as a brother-in-faith or Gur-bhai 
may help and guide his brother on the payne: 
plane.” 

So w@must decide for our own selves and 
we must not let others—group leaders or anybody 
else decide for us. There must be some kind of 
democracy at every level. So due to the negative 
propaganda ofa few group leaders and initiates 
who hold their positions for different purposes but 
not spiritual purposes—let’s say for administrative 
purposes—because of them most of the initiates in 
the West were inclined or obliged to refuse Darshan: 
Singh as the true successor. Actually most of His 
children in the West did not decide for themselves ; 
they rather seemed to follow the “orders’’, they 
were not in a position to say “yes” or “no” ; they 
were just following the example of the group 
leaders. So those who have taken such action are 
taking a very heavy responsibility by leading the 
initiates away from the Master’s Will. That is a 
very bad thing and we ask them to please revise 
their position and their philosophy before it 1s too 
late. I think that if those people would follow the 
Master’s commandments to the letter they would 
let others do according to their hearts and minds 
because spirituality is a very personal experience 
where everyone has to investigate by himself and 
nobody should stand between the disciple and the 
Guru. We have trusted all those in charge of Sat 
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Sandesh in the West and now we are seeing, 
myself and all the brothers and sisters here in 
India are actually seeing that they were completly 
wrong. So we do not condemn them, but we 
ask them to cease their unfounded and negative 
propaganda, and we ask them to revise their ideas, 
and to try to understand where they have been mis- 
taken, and that that resides in the non-fulfillment of 
the Master’s instructions. — | 
I have been seeing in Sawan Ashram, in Manav 
Kendra, and in Master’s house here in Rajpur 
different things that are not known in the West. 
For the first time in my life I went to Manav Ken- 
dra last week to meditate. I found it to be almost 
empty with deserted buildings. The kitchen was 
hardly functioning, and the school kitchen was clo- 
sed. The Father Home was almost deserted. The 
library was also closed. There were not many 
Indian guests. There were only two other western 
guests besides myself. I noticed that the guest house 
‘was so dirty that we cleaned the rooms ourselves. 
There were people who were not initiated ; among 


‘these were three guards who watched the place 


throughout the night. It was not the atmosphere I was 
expecting to find, it reminded me somewhat of the 
atmosphere in Sawan Ashram. Manav Kendra is 
certainly very holy. Master has said, “All is holy 


where devotion kneels’? meaning we should not be 


attached to places. Manav Kendra is a nice 
place and it is quite charged still, and.I was 


looking for that. I had not come there to make 


any propaganda ofany sort, but just to meditate 
and sit in sweet remembrance. Three days later I 
was asked to leave Manav Kendra by the brother 
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in charge there, Mr. Bhalla, who told me that 
Maharaj Ji said that initiates from the West cannot 
stay longer than three. days there. I didn ot feel this 
was the truth as Manav Kendra was a common 
ground for all religions and all seekers. It was a 
place where we could go and sit in meditation. 
Most of us from the West have always given our 
tithe to the Master and it was, a bad impression for 
me to come there and not be well received and 
asked to leave. Tai Ji was there the day before 
(April 17th) for a short visit and I personally feel 
the orders for me to leave came from her. Mr. 
Bhalla told me that he was very sorry, that he was 
still my brother, but that I had to go. So then | a 
One question we can ask is : 18 Manav Kendra dus 
a Kirpal Ashram or 1s it now a Tai ji Ashram :

Of course this 
is ridiculous because it is like Yogi Bhajan’s invita- 
tion to Sant Ji to return to the Ashram as a Regent 
pe Tai_Jia r.

ailed. As you know, Michael Grayson was here 
about a few weeks ago and negotiations through him 
also failed. Since then there have been another 
series of propositions which came through the efforts 
of His_Holiness_Muni Sushil Kumar. Muni Ji’s 
speech at the Bhandara caused a tremendous up- 
heavel within Tai Ji’s party. They apparently went 
to see Muni Ji and there were some more 
negotiations but again. these fell through. Let us 
understand what the position is here in India. On 
the one side there is this search for spirituality ; 
and on the other side is Tai Ji’s party which wane 
to retain the Ashram, the property, the power, the 
influence over the Sangat. It is of course a lost cause 
because the Sangat has moved away, and what can 
they do with an empty Ashram and dwindling 
funds? You will see that this will also happen in the 
West once the Sangat there learns the Truth and
